Organization of Journal: 
Resources in Education is made up of resumes and indexes. The resumes provide 
descriptions of each document and abstracts of their content. Resumes appear in a “Document 
Section” and are numbered sequentially by an accession number beginning with a prefix ED 
(ERIC Document). The indexes appear in an “Index Section” and provide access to the Resumes 
by Subject, Personal Author, Institution, and Publication Type.

The documents cited in Resources in Education, except as noted, are available from the ERIC 
Document Reproduction Service (EDRS), in both microfiche (MF) and paper copy (PC), or 
microfiche only. Availability in microfiche only may be determined by the source, for proprietary 
or copyright reasons, or by ERIC for reasons related to legibility and reproducibility.

Women's opportunities for employment will be 
directly related to their level of skill and experience 
and also to the labor market demands through the 
remainder of the decade. The number of workers 
needed for all major occupational categories is 
expected to increase by about one-fifth between 1990 
and 1999, but the growth rate will vary by 
occupational group. Professional and technical 
workers are expected to have the highest predicted 
rate (39 percent), followed by service workers (35 
percent), clerical workers (26 percent), sales workers 
(24 percent), craft workers and supervisors (20 
percent), managers and administrators (15 percent), 
and operatives (11 percent). This publication 
contains a brief discussion and employment 
information (in English and in Spanish) concerning 
occupations for professional and technical workers, 
managers and administrators, skilled trades, sales 
workers, clerical workers, and service workers. In 
order for women to take advantage of increased labor 
market demands, employer attitudes toward working 
women need to change and women must: (1) receive 
better career planning and counseling, (2) change 
their career aspirations, and (3) fully utilize the 
sources of legal protection and assistance that are 
available to them.

Number. This special Computer Output Microfiche 

(COM) edition is prepared directly from the ERIC 

database prior to publication of the printed journal 

and therefore is lacking the cover and other regular 
introductory and advertising matter contained in the 
printed journal. The COM edition contains all five 
of the indexes in the printed edition. The first acces- 
sion in each issue of RIE is the issue itself. In this 
way, the monthly microfiche collection for each 
issue is immediately preceded by a microfiche 
index to that collection. This practice began with 
the RIE issue for May 1979. The electronic version

Thirteen marginal Philippine communities were

literacy in different contents; constraints in the rela- 
tionship between literacy and development; and 
possibilities for literacy in conceptualizing a school 
of the people. The study demonstrated that the con- 
cepts of literacy and numeracy cannot be separated 
from their social and cultural settings and that stan- 
dard measures of literacy used in industrialized 
countries are often inappropriate in other nations.

The 
one chapter in section 5 offers some brief conclu- 
sions regarding the professional development of 
NFE evaluators and its relation to broader popular 
participation in educational planning and evalua- 
tion.

On 

theme 4, “Adult Learning, Gender Equality and 

Equity and the Empowerment of Women,” of the 

Fifth International Conference on Adult Education: 

“Women's Education: The Contending Discourses 

and Possibilities for Change” and “Raising Gender 

Issues in Different Educational Settings.” An intro- 

duction is followed by “By Way of Introduction to 

Workshop 1” (Nelly Stromquist) that discusses 

what gender means. “Two Different Voices on Edu- 

cation for Women's Empowerment” (Sara Hlupe- 
kile Longwe) reflects on the two contending 
discourses on women's education and empower- 
ment. “Learning Literacy Strategies from Indian 
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Women” (Malini Ghose) describes innovative strat- 
egies that evolved with women in literacy classes 
“Incorporating Women's Experiences of Violence 
in Literacy Work” (Jennifer Horsman) expounds on 
the importance of addressing the issue of violence 
against women. “Women's Education in the Carib- 
bean: Issues and Possibilities” (Anne Marie Smith) 
maintains that access to education equals access to 
the labor market by showing a picture of the Carib- 
bean situation. “Discussion of Workshop 1” 
explores numerous topics raised by the papers 
Workshop 2 is composed of six papers. Two papers, 
“Some Reflections on the UNESCO PROAP [Prin- 
cipal Regional Office for Asia and the Pacific] and 
ASPBAE [Asia South Pacific Bureau of Adult Edu- 
cation] Research on Girls' and Women's Education” 
and “Bridging the Gap between the Intention and 
Action: An Overview of Girls' and Women's Access 
to Basic Education in South Asia” (Vimla Ram- 
achandran) share results of a four-country research 
project that indicates many excellent policy docu- 
ments have been developed but not implemented. 
“Engendering African Education: Some Reflec- 
tions” (Essi Sutherland-Addy) highlights the Forum 
of African Women Educationalists and gives the 
author's thoughts on African education. “Engender- 
ing African Education: A Concept Paper” (Sheila 
Parvyn Wamahiu) underscores the importance of 
including gender in the development of education. 
“Addressing Emotional Subordination in Our Edu- 
cation Work” (Lean Chan Heng) points out the 
importance of empowering women workers 
“Enabling Women's Leadership in Chile” (Alejan- 
dra Valdez) shares experiences in conducting 
women’s leadership training, raising the importance 
of addressing identity and individuation issues 
“Discussion of Workshop 2” concludes the publica- 
tion. (YLB) 
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The workshop, “Adult Learning, Democracy, and 

Peace,” had the important role of examining the 
relationship among adult learning, democracy, citi- 
zenship, gender, civil society, and a culture of 
peace. The speakers expressed a variety of opinions 
on the issue of globalization. Some rejected it as 
aggravating existing social tensions and inequali- 
ties and as leading to increased marginalization, 
while others partially acknowledged that globaliza- 
tion offers fresh possibilities and opportunities 
Speakers discussed the following topics: adult 
learning strategies that are required to meet demo- 
cratic aspirations and foster a culture of peace; 
understanding the local, the national, and the global 
stages and the tensions among them; adult learning 
for democracy; gender justice; moving from cul- 
tural confrontation to intercultural communication; 
adult learning for an active civil society; adult 
learning for gender democracy; pedagogical chal- 
lenges for promoting democracy and a culture of 
peace; and pedagogical exercises dealing with con- 
flict situations and reconciliation. (YLB) 
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This booklet, which was produced as a follow-up 
to the Fifth International Conference on Adult Edu- 
cation, examines cultural citizenship in the 21st 
century: adult learning, and indigenous peoples 
The booklet begins with an introduction and over- 
view of the current situation of indigenous peoples 
throughout the world, including recent changes in 
thinking with regard to indigenous peoples. Three 
approaches to human rights for indigenous peoples 
are considered: the concept of universal human 
rights; the system of protection of minorities within 
existing states; and peoples’ rights to self-determi- 
nation. The following four pillars of learning with 
regard to indigenous peoples are explored: (1) 
learning to be (the right to self-identification and 
self-definition); (2) learning to know (the right to 
self-knowledge); (3) learning to do (the right to 
self-development); and (4) learning to live together 
(the right to self-determination). The six recom- 
mendations for follow-up that conclude the booklet 
include calls for the following: (1) making basic 
educational competencies in indigenous languages 
and in the national and global languages of commu- 
nication a fundamental entitlement; (2) including 
bilingual intercultural education in national adult 
learning systems; (3) having indigenous peoples 
participate in the design of adult learning opportu- 
nities and materials; and (4) addressing indigenous 
peoples’ cultural heritage and histories in curricula

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al Education, Needs Assessment, Nonformal 

Education, Resource Allocation, State of the 
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This booklet, which was produced as a follow-up 
to the Fifth International Conference on Adult Edu- 
cation, examines communication among minorities 
and nonminorities in adult education programs. The 
booklet begins with a sketch of the situation of 
minority group members around the world and a list 
of 10 ways education policy and legislation can 
advance minority rights. Discussed next is the 
importance of allocating resources for education so 
that the different levels of need and different barri- 
ers in areas are taken into account. The importance 
of recognizing minorities’ learning systems is 
underscored. The following are among the eight 
recommendations for adult learning by and for 
minority communities: (1) include minority knowl- 
edge, culture, language, religion, lifestyle, and his- 
tory in curricula in a manner promoting mutual 
respect and understanding between communities; 
(2) recognize the role and value of minorities’ tradi- 
tional out-of-school learning processes; (3) link 
educational activities with minorities’ local econ- 
omy, geography, and demography; (4) teach 
through different media; and (5) promote minori- 
ties’ participation in an active learning environment 
Concluding the booklet are lists of six elements of 
intercultural learning, nine formal and informal 
methods of intercultural adult learning, and three 
areas of follow-up in adult learning. (MN) 
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Identifiers—Australia, India, South Africa 
This booklet, which was produced as a follow-up 
to the Fifth International Conference on Adult Edu- 
cation, examines the role of universities in adult 
learning. The booklet begins with a brief overview 
of the conference workshop on which it is based 
The following issues and challenges facing univer- 
sities are considered: inequalities within universi- 
ties; the need for universities to open their doors to a 
broader range of adults; community needs; and eco- 
nomic needs. The next several sections cite exam- 
ples of university adult education programs in 
various countries and illustrate how different coun- 
tries are doing the following: defining the concept 
of university-based adult and continuing education; 
redefining universities’ role in view of economic 
and technological changes; responding to the 
unique needs of different groups of adult learners, 
including members of indigenous populations; 
seeking to attract more students from minority 
groups and to increase their emphasis on commu- 
nity-based learning; conducting and sharing the 
results of community-based research; and develop- 
ing partnerships with industry and business. The 
examples presented are drawn from South Africa, 
Australia, the United States, and Norway. Conclud- 
ing the booklet are overviews of the dilemmas 
posed for university education by economic and 
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social changes and the need to “mainstream” uni- 
versity adult learning. (MN)

This booklet, which was produced as a follow-up 

to the Fifth International Conference on Adult Edu- 
cation, presents examples of key areas where 
research is currently being conducted by various 
public and nongovernmental agencies and recom- 
mends ways to enhance communication among 
researchers. The first 75% of the booklet reviews 
recent research on the following topics: participa- 
tion in adult education; gender issues; lifelong 
learning; teaching and learning processes; adult 
basic education in industrial countries; staff devel- 
opment; and learning attainment. The examples 
cited are drawn from Spain, India, Japan, and the 
United States. The trend toward diversification of 
theoretical frameworks, approaches, and methodol- 
ogies in research on adult learning is examined. 
Discussed next are the following: prerequisites for 
international dialogue among educational research- 
ers, barriers to the development of adult education 
research, and new developments in adult learning 
that must be reinforced in research on adult educa- 
tion. The following are among the six recommenda- 
tions for future cooperation among adult education 
researchers that conclude the booklet: (1) consider 
the diversity of approaches and trends in adult 
learning research around the world; (2) avoid 
imposing research formulae; and (3) seek new ways 
to promote debate on adult education among 
researchers, practitioners, and institutions.(MN)

This booklet, which was produced as a follow-up 
to the Fifth International Conference on Adult Edu- 
cation, examines the need to establish a global com- 
munity of adult learning through information, 
documentation, and development of a network of 
networks. Among the topics discussed are the fol- 
lowing: issues and challenges emerging from 
uneven distribution of adult education documenta- 
tion and resources in industrialized and developing 
countries and by geographical region (the knowl- 
edge explosion, the problem of uneven access, and 
the diversified nature of information); strategies for 
improving communication between centers; the 
complementary nature of electronic and conven- 
tional approaches to information dissemination; the 
need to strengthen collection of unpublished 
research papers and reports from all countries; ways 
of linking information dissemination and policy- 
making; and the role of adult learning information 
and documentation specialists. Concluding the 
booklet are the following: (1) a list of the agencies/ 
organizations represented on the steering commit- 
tee formed to guide the development of a global net- 
work of information and documentation centers that 
would counteract current imbalances in the collec- 
tion and dissemination of literature/media and 
information on adult learning in different regions; 
and (2) suggestions for facilitating global exchange 
of information and documentation.

This booklet, which was produced as a follow-up 

to the Fifth International Conference on Adult Edu- 

cation, examines monitoring adult learning for 
knowledge-based policymaking. The following are 
among the topics discussed in the booklet: (1) the 
need to reconstruct the reality of adult learning in 
consideration of the concepts of lifelong learning 
and formal, nonformal, and informal learning; (2) 
key issues in monitoring adult learning; (3) the 
importance of developing a framework for adult 
education indicators; (4) the Organisation for Eco- 
nomic Cooperation and Development (OECD) 
framework for adult education indicators, which 
includes indicators related to area (contextual data, 
input, process, outcome) and levels (individuals,

tional Adult Literacy Survey; (9) implications of 
surveys for policymakers; (10) the need for comple- 
mentary qualitative interpretations; and (11) work- 
shop participants’ recommendations regarding 
improving existing monitoring of adult learning.

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Identifiers—*Global Economy 
This booklet, which was produced as a follow-up 

to the Fifth International Conference on Adult Edu- 

cation, examines the politics and policies of the 
education of adults in a globally transforming soci- 
ety. After a brief overview of the three-part work- 
shop from which the booklet emerged, the 
following issues and challenges facing adult educa- 
tion within the context of global economic transfor- 
mation are considered: the diminishing validity of 
the old paradigm of development as an endless 
upward path; transformation in former socialist 
countries; transformations in work; processes of 
democratization throughout the world; and erosion 
of the nation state. Discussed in an examination of 
the crucial role of adult learning in addressing the 
key issues confronting societies are the following 
topics: promoting political skills and active citizen- 
ship; networking among adult learning initiatives; 
new roles for adults that require higher level compe- 
tencies; a broader view of adult learning; and policy 
strategies. The following are among the points 
made in the booklet's conclusion: (1) the present 
global transformation is far from being an equitable 
and sustainable development; (2) the issues con- 
fronting adult educators are structural, legislative, 
and distributive rather than technical or curricular; 

(3) local experiences should guide practice and pol- 

icy; (4) sharing experiences and learning from oth- 

ers are increasingly important. (MN) 
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Identifiers—Africa, Arab States, Latin America 
This booklet, which was produced as a follow-up 
to the Fifth International Conference on Adult Edu- 
cation, examines literacy in the world and its major 
regions. After a brief overview of the workshop 
from which the booklet emerged, the need to recon- 
ceptualize literacy as a tool for learning throughout 
life is emphasized. Discussed next are the follow- 
ing: the sharp differences between literacy rates in 
industrialized and developing countries and the 
relationship between illiteracy and other aspects of 
human and social development; literacy rates and 
literacy education trends and needs in Africa, the 
Arab States, and Latin America; lessons learned 
from large-scale literacy programs; the role of local 
communities, associations, and businesses in mak- 
ing literacy education a component of local devel- 
opment; and strategies for using literacy education 
to improve the situation of women and to help them 
gain responsibility and autonomy. The following 
are among the points made in the booklets conclu- 
sion: (1) practitioners must be trained to recognize 
the problems in development; (2) development 
agencies and educators must understand each 
other's language; (3) institutions and structures 
must be created in the context of initiatives; (4) the 
human, financial, and institutional capital elements 
of local development must be emphasized; and (5) 
literacy must be imparted in the local and national 
languages before being imparted in global lan- 
guages. (MN) 
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This booklet, which was produced as a follow-up 
to the Fifth International Conference on Adult Edu- 
cation, examines literacy and learning strategies. 
After a brief overview of the workshop from which 
the booklet emerged, the new convivial approaches 
to literacy that are being developed through experi- 
mentation in many developing countries are 
described. The learner- and community-based 
approaches fuse literacy and empowering pro- 
cesses through a single, well-structured participa- 
tory methodology. Presented next is a discussion of 
the importance of basic needs and productive work 
support that advocates the following: (1) develop- 
ing activities that respect local knowledge, promote 
on-the-job training, and relate to people's contexts 
and cultures; (2) developing an understanding of the 
pedagogy of the informal sector; and (3) using an 
integrated approach linking competencies for eco- 
nomic survival with the social equipment for 
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greater effectiveness at the local level. Concluding 
the booklet are the following four steps toward put- 
ting participatory ideology into action: (1) decen- 
tralize the creation of books and programs; (2) 
promote basic learning needs through nonformal 
strategies; (3) recognize that in addition to reading 
and counting skills, adults also need functional 
skills to be self-reliant and productive in local eco- 
nomic development; and (4) promote communities’ 
own knowledge and learning traditions. (MN) 
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Literacy is embedded in social practice and has 

social meanings. Research and practice in adult lit- 
eracy are demonstrating that, in order to bring about 
cultural and social transformation, literacy must be 
seen as an activity embedded in social and cultural 
practice. The traditional paradigm, which consid- 
ers literacy as input for development and tends to 
see literacy primarily in terms of measurable liter- 
acy skills to be attained and the numbers to be made 
literate, must be replaced by a new paradigm based 
on the assumption that even small communities can 
begin their own process of literacy and make it part 
of the fabric of their own way of life. The notion of 
societal literacy is central to the new paradigm. The 
extent to which a community uses literacy as an 
integral part of life varies greatly, depending on the 
local, national, and international contexts. In the 
future, literacy provision must reflect the specific 
and diverse contexts in which literacy is acquired 
and used. These contexts include the following: 
what learners already know, want, and bring to the 
learning experience; learners’ mother tongue; learn- 
ers’ identities in terms of gender, class, religion, and 
race; and learners’ social, economic, and cultural 
contexts. (MN) 
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Although adult literacy programs exist in almost 
every country throughout the developing world, 
comprehensive information on their capacity, per- 
formance, and impact is seriously lacking. This 
deficiency has direct consequences for the effec- 
tiveness of developing countries’ national literacy 
education policies. Reasons for the lack of data 
include the popular character of adult literacy pro- 
grams with their grassroots, bottom-up, participa- 
tory approach and the fact that, in some countries, 
the private sector has taken over adult literacy. The 
knowledge base on adult literacy programs must be 
improved and broadened to enable policymakers 
and donor agencies to understand literacy pro- 
grams’ context, grasp learners’ needs, and discuss 
programs’ effectiveness and relevance by capturing 
the continuum of literacy abilities that goes beyond 
the simplistic literacy/illiteracy dichotomy. Effec- 
tive monitoring and evaluation are needed to ensure 
the quality of adult literacy programs. The Interna- 
tional Adult Literacy Survey is a good demonstra- 
tion of how to use the best of education assessment 
technology to gather data on a broad range of indi- 
vidual literacy skills and examine basic skills from 
a continuum or scale perspective. In assessing 
requests for assistance, donor agencies are inter- 
ested in research, evaluation, and statistics regard- 
ing the planning and implementation of adult 
literacy programs. (MN) 
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Because of the significant political implications 

of first and second language policy, many decision- 

makers have been reluctant to review language pol- 
icy in the context of literacy work. Issues that must 
be considered include the following: whether 
mother tongue literacy should be a precondition for 
introduction of a second language in school-based 
and nonformal settings; conditions under which 
mother tongue literacy should precede second lan- 
guage literacy; and effects of policies regarding lan- 
guage of instruction on literacy after schooling. In 
Latin America, the value of native languages and 
cultures is recognized; the value of culture in bilin- 
gual literacy is promoted; and local languages and 
cultures are being integrated into the educational 
process. In Africa, on the other hand, African lan- 
guages are in grave danger, and extra support for 
them is needed in the schools. Among the issues 
that must be addressed when imparting language 
skills in a global language of communication are the 
following: learners should immediately experience 
the applicability of their newly acquired language 
skills; development of simple language units 
requires cooperation in international research, new 
didactics and methods must be developed that give 
equal consideration to everyday use of the language 
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of communication and learning environments out- 
side the school system. (MN) 
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Although technology is not the answer to all edu- 

cational problems, it is proving to be a useful tool in 
improving the quality and efficiency of literacy pro- 
vision in the formal, nonformal, and informal edu- 
cation sectors. Adopting technology demands a 
selection process for determining which technology 
is appropriate, by and for whom it will be used, and 
for what kind of communication and content. It is 
important to view technology in the wider political, 
social, and economic context rather than merely in 
terms of hardware and software packages. Princi- 
ples in planning the integration of technology into 
literacy programs include the following: depart 
from existing strategies and structures; focus on 
affordability of initial investments in setting up sys- 
tems; include a training program on using technol- 
ogy; and be flexible about time schedules. 
Television, radio, computers, and the Internet can 
all be important tools for facilitating lifelong and 
lifewide learning. Technology often raises the fear 
of inequality. Analysis of experiences with educa- 
tional technology appears to indicate that, although 
it may initially widen the gap between those with 
and without access, it holds great potential for mak- 
ing adult and literacy education more affordable 
and accessible to broader audiences. (MN) 
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A review of past trends in adult literacy in devel- 

oping countries shows that the following factors 

have been crucial to achieving large-scale literacy 
results: the state as the prime mover; political will 


or national commitment; a favorable development 
context; continuous mobilization activities; a broad 
conception of literacy; broad collaborative involve- 
ment; central coordination; postliteracy and other 
follow-up efforts; and dual strategy combining uni- 
versal primary education and adult literacy. Despite 
the arguments against large-scale adult literacy 
campaigns by nongovernmental organizations and 
international agencies, well-resourced, well- 
planned initiatives have taken place in Latin Amer- 
ica, Africa, and India. Learner- and community- 
based approaches are becoming more popular; how- 
ever, the World Bank's policies regarding adult lit- 
eracy have had a detrimental effect on efforts to link 
adult and child literacy through intergenerational 
approaches. Although the need for literacy teaching 
is greatest in developing countries, literacy remains 
a concern in industrialized countries. The literacy 
of tomorrow should not be a static condition inas- 
much as the level of literacy required to function in 
everyday life is constantly shifting upward. The 
challenge is to provide citizens with lifelong access 
to literacy and learning-rich environments. Meeting 
this challenge requires removing the word “reme- 
dial” from the literacy vocabulary and coordinating 
hitherto separate fields of education. (MN) 
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This booklet reflects issues raised at a workshop 
on women's education and empowerment held at the 
Fifth International Conference on Adult Education. 
It focuses on promoting empowerment for women 
in educational contexts ranging from formal educa- 
tion systems to literacy and poverty alleviation pro- 
grams. Section | discusses two perspectives on 
women's empowerment: one that advocates improv- 
ing women's position and equity without radically 
altering the existing structure of gender relations 
and another that sees women's advancement as nec- 
essarily involving the transformation of an exces- 
sively male-dominated society. Section 2 focuses 
on how educational opportunity is not necessarily 
translated into personal, social, and economic gains 
for Caribbean women. Section 3 uses the women's 
program, Mahila Samakhya, implemented in the 
Banda district of India, as an example of empower- 
ing women through participatory adult learning. 
Section 4 deals with new radical discourses in adult 
literacy work dealing with the issues of violence 
and creating safe adult learning environments for 
women. Section 5 highlights the following chal- 
lenges for adult learning: (1) giving a voice to 
women who have suffered violent experiences; (2) 
informal learning; (3) the learner's role in determin- 
ing the curriculum; (4) breaking discrimination bar- 
riers; and (5) connecting formal and nonformal 
systems of women's adult education within the per- 
spective of lifelong learning. (YLB) 
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Identifiers—Africa, Asia (South), Chile 
This booklet reviews the current situation of 
women's education in different formal and nonfor- 
mal educational settings, in different regions and 
contexts. Section | looks at the continuing gender 
gap in educational participation. It discusses the 
following reasons for the imbalance in South Asia: 
(1) little attention is paid to implementing reforms; 
and (2) tensions between the allocation of a special 
status to gender issues and the integration of these 
issues into adult education. The following reasons 
are cited for Africa: (1) literacy programs are not 
linked to women's and girls’ multiple roles outside 
the educational field; (2) insufficient attention is 
given to social and cultural barriers; (3) poor curric- 
ula; (4) inadequate textbooks; (5) ill-trained teach- 
ers; and (6) badly managed programs. Section 2 
stresses the need for strong advocacy for the girls’ 
and women's education movement. Section 3 
focuses on adult education in nonformal settings 
and uses the Women's Institute in Chile as an exam- 
ple of an organization in which adult learning deals 
with women's issues in an interdependent and inter- 
disciplinary way. Section 4 emphasizes that adult 
education should recognize the experiences of 
women at the local level, taking into account the 
forces of globalization that are creating more com- 
petitive relations among people, groups, nations, 
and regions. Section 5 discusses the importance of 
subjectivity in adult learning. (YLB) 
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This booklet reflects on how, in this period of 

change and transition, work-related adult learning 

should respect the unity of human beings as citi- 

zens, individuals, and workers. Section | deals with 

the most significant changes taking place in the 
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world of work, including globalization; technologi- 
cal innovations; changing employment patterns; 
and the changing organization of work. Section 2 
discusses work-related adult learning and consid- 
ers investment in adult learning of workers as essen- 
tial for competitiveness and growth and considers 
adult learning as an important commodity that is 
capable of making a profit. Section 3 addresses how 
a system of adult learning linked to the informal 
sector would sustain its development Section 4 
focuses on the following three issues at stake in 
diversification and reform of national training sys- 
tems: (1) devising flexible and continuous adult 
learning and training systems to meet the learning 
requirements of the entire labor market and all 
active populations; (2) mobilizing greater invest- 
ment by building partnerships; and (3) ensuring 
equitable access to adult continuing education. 
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This booklet discusses the present state of envi- 

ronmental adult education and its major difficulties 

and shortcomings and develops recommendations 
for further development of this field. Section | dis- 
cusses linking environmental and social issues and 
locating environmental problems within the context 
of one's daily life and action. Section 2 focuses on 
strengthening collaboration between environmen- 
talists and adult educators. Section 3 addresses 
environmental education as a central theme for 
adult education. Section 4 highlights the urgent task 
of environmental education to overcome miscon- 
ceptions about a conflict between economic growth 
and sustainable development. Section 5 considers 
one main issue that women's projects address: the 
consumption of fuel for cooking and heating and 
the use of environmental-friendly resources for the 
whole community. Section 6 describes the global 
dimensions of current environmental problems. 

Section 7 emphasizes the need to promote and build 

on local knowledge and indigenous traditions in 

environmental education. (YLB) 
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This booklet addresses the growing importance 
of health in adult learning and the interest in joint 
action. Section | describes the context, one in 
which substantial, but unevenly spread, progress 
has been made in improving global health. Section 
2 examines the social aspects of health and explains 
how what is defined as health or sickness depends 
not only on individuals and biological factors but on 
the social and cultural environment within which 
individuals live, work, and interact. Section 3 
defines health promotion, which builds on a social 
and cultural understanding of health and illness, as 
the process of enabling people to increase control 
over their health through advocacy and intersectoral 
action; health education as a component of health 
promotion; and community action as a key compo- 
nent of health promotion policies. Section 4 dis- 
cusses the closeness between health education and 
adult learning as reflected in the similarity of goals 
and principles that characterize both contemporary 
adult education and health promotion policies. Sec- 
tion 5 focuses on health as a basic human right. Sec- 
tion 6 defines health literacy. Section 7 describes 
projects in Nepal, Germany, and Bolivia that illus- 
trate the links between health and adult education 
Section 8 outlines policies and aims that adult edu- 
cation programs for health promotion should 
include. (YLB) 
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This booklet discusses the future directions of 

adult education in the field of population issues 

Particular emphasis is on the continuing need to 

interpret the post-1994 Cairo conference paradig- 

matic shift, from a strictly demographic focus 
towards a new vision of development and gender 
rights. Section | discusses reproductive rights in the 
post-Cairo context and the key role adult education 
should play in providing women and men with the 
information about their options and in empowering 
them to make reproductive choices. Section 2 
addresses how reproductive choices and informa- 
tion available will be conditioned by different cul- 
tural contexts and, in particular, by different belief 
systems. Section 3 stresses that the subject of sexu- 
ality should be treated as private and confidential in 
the adult learning context. Section 4 focuses on the 
relationship between men and women and empha- 
sizes that women's empowerment is crucial. Section 

5 considers AIDS education and how it is closely 

linked to issues of reproductive rights, women's 

empowerment, responsible sexuality, and adult 
learning. (YLB) 
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This booklet examines new learning technolo- 
gies’ place in providing opportunities for the 
democratization of education, for enhancing 
learner-centered flexibility, and for reaching out to 
unserved communities. It also raises questions as to 
who controls technology, and why, how, and for 
whom the technologies are being used. The booklet 
concludes that the main problem in the develop- 
ment of new technologies is not whether they can be 
used but how to ensure wide access to information 
Recommendations made by workshop participants 
include the following: (1) governments should not 
reduce their support for social and cultural public 
services; (2) all countries should be not merely con- 
sumers but also producers of software; (3) software 
and courses should reflect national and local identi- 
ties as well as cultural requirements; (4) new tech- 
nologies and conventional ones should be 
integrated; and (5) the dissemination and use of 
information technology should be open to public 
debate. (KC) 
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(Information) 

This booklet examines the role of museums and 
libraries in providing adult education, both as infor- 
mal individual learning as well as structured learn- 
ing activities for groups of learners. The booklet 
presents an overview of how museums and libraries 
offer different types of educational opportunities 
for adults. Most museums have pedagogical pro- 
grams, including gallery talks, lectures, guided 
tours, and publications for distribution. In addition, 
visitors can engage in individual informal learning 
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by touring the museum alone. Museums and librar- 
ies also offer structured courses and partner with 
schools to provide longer-term educational oppor- 
tunities for adults as well for traditional-age stu- 
dents. The booklet concludes that museums and 
libraries are special sites of learning that offer open- 
ended learning situations that can provide a range of 
meaningful experiences for adults. The following 
recommendations are made to enhance and bring to 
the fore the contributions of museums and libraries 
to adult education: (1) such institutions need to be 
strengthened and appropriately funded in order to 
develop as adult learning resources; and (2) the con- 
servation and use of cultural heritage as a lifelong 
learning resource needs to be promoted and meth- 
ods and techniques for strengthening heritage and 
cultural learning need to be developed. (KC) 
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This booklet presents an overview of the growing 

demands for adult education, as well as other social 
services, because education is seen to play a vital 
role in enabling the growing population of older 
people to remain independent and lead more fulfill- 
ing lives. It reports on the following issues: the edu- 
cational needs and demands of older people, the 
current education policies for older people in vari- 
ous countries and regions, and the planning of 
future approaches and activities at the regional and 
international levels. The booklet concludes that 
older adults have wisdom that should be valued and 
that efforts need to be directed towards overcoming 
an image of the elderly as distinct and different 
from the rest of society. It recommends that govern- 
ments make adult education for the elderly a prior- 
ity and that older people be given the right to make 
decisions about their own learning. (KC) 
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This booklet provides an overview of the growing 

demands for adult education as well as other social 

services in helping migrant workers move out of 
poverty and succeed in cultures other than their 


own. Issues raised included questions about 
migrants’ access to education and about building 
solidarity networks for ensuring basic human 
rights. A comparative view of migrant education 
practices in Asia and Europe and general issues 
relating to the problem of refugee education were 
also considered. The booklet concludes that it is 
possible to support the right of migrants and refu- 
gees to education by providing comprehensive edu- 
cation and training opportunities that promote their 
political, economic, and social participation and 
enhance their competence and their cultural base. 
Initiatives for these efforts already exist. Recom- 
mendations are made to develop and implement 
programs to help host populations to understand the 
rights and conditions of migrants and refugees and 
to enroll nomadic populations in education pro- 
grams. (KC) 
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This booklet examines adult education needs and 

opportunities for incarcerated persons from the per- 
spective of experts and former inmates. The booklet 
considers adult learning a basic human right and a 
crucial step towards the reintegration and the reha- 
bilitation of prisoners and that there is a great 
demand for learning in correctional institutions. At 
the same time, conference workshop participants 
felt that the demand was not being met appropri- 
ately. Future strategies and the issue of the right to 
adult education for inmates were raised. In addi- 
tion, the workshop explored ways to continue and 
improve cooperation and networking among those 
who are involved in prison education. The booklet 
concludes that it is imperative to recognize prison- 
ers’ right to learn and to provide programs and cur- 
ricula that can facilitate their learning. (KC) 
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This booklet examines adult education needs and 
opportunities for persons with disabilities. It 
reports on the following: the changing perceptions 
and definitions of disability in both developed and 
developing nations, the rights of disabled persons, 
the need for educational policies for adults with dis- 
abilities, and the inclusion of people with disabili- 
ties in the community. The booklet concludes that 
educational opportunities for people with disabili- 
ties can be promoted only by making all forms of 
learning and training accessible to them, fostering 
institutional policies that ensure equal access and 
intervention with appropriate learning technology, 
and involving agencies, as well as policymakers, 
that are supporting the handicapped. (KC) 
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The booklet reports on a new vision of the eco- 
nomics of adult learning. The vision considers adult 
learning to be not an expense but an investment that 
can be analyzed and managed as such. According to 
the booklet, governments in many countries, there- 
fore, are adopting a steering role and are giving 
more direct responsibilities to institutions at the 
local level in promoting effective and efficient use 
of adult learning resources. Individual and social 
benefits from adult learning that the booklet identi- 
fies include new thinking skills, economic indepen- 
dence, parental transfer of education to children, 
reduction of reliance on welfare, and rehabilitation 
of prisoners. The booklet concludes that adult 
learning should be reassessed as a productive asset 
and its benefits to society as a whole should be pro- 
moted. (KC) 
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The booklet reports a shift of emphasis in inter- 

national cooperation from assistance to partnership, 

participation, networking, and mutuality. Workshop 
participants stressed that these concepts, which are 
central to adult learning, need to be taken all the 
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more seriously at a time of increasing economic 
globalization and accelerating development in the 
field of information and communications. The 
booklet concludes that international cooperation 
will be based on existing institutions, structures, 
and networks. According to the booklet, the chal- 
lenge of a global economy must be met through glo- 
bal cooperation by doing the following: (1) 
promoting lifelong learning, taking into account 
advantages in terms of flexibility, diversity, and 
availability at different times and in different 
places; (2) enhancing the new vision of adult learn- 
ing that is holistic and cross-sectoral; (3) expanding 
the capacities of governments, nongovernmental 
organizations, and the private sector; (4) promoting 
an understanding of international human rights as 
the framework for the global society; and (5) gov- 
ernments must act on the consensus of multina- 
tional organizations that all development projects 
should include adult learning components. (KC) 
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Five books, representing a small selection of pos- 
sible readings on necessary changes of the human 
mind, point to a convergence of interest from differ- 
ent fields of study toward the need for modern soci- 
ety to develop the capacity to respond to the 
complexity of modern life and the newly acquired 
ability to destroy life on an unprecedented scale. 
Those books are as follows: “The Web of Life: A 
New Scientific Understanding of Living Systems” 
(F. Capra); “Common Fire: Lives of Commitment in 
a Complex World” (L.A.P. Daloz et al.); “In Over 
Our Heads: The Mental Demands of Modern Life” 
(R. Kegan); “The Protean Self: Human Resilience 
in an Age of Fragmentation” (R. J. Lifton); and 
“Evolution of Consciousness: The Origins of the 
Way We Think” (R. Ornstein). Despite the differ- 
ences in the five authors’ approaches, they describe 
a consciousness that is: (1) capable of developing a 
more inclusive world view and forming allegiances 
beyond the local; (2) cognizant of the interdepen- 
dence among humans and between humankind and 
the earth; (3) able to cope comfortably with ambi- 
guity; and (4) able to value complexity and diver- 
sity. All five authors call for changes in the way 
humans think, the way humans relate to the rest of 
the world, and the way humans identify with all of 
humanity. Study of these authors leads to building a 
curriculum for a new consciousness. (KC) 
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Identifiers—New York, *Opticians 
A study sought to identify what the public thinks 

about the appropriate level of education and train- 

ing for opticians. A 10% random sample of 1,510 

New York State customers (n=151) of a large multi- 

national opticianry corporation was surveyed. Two 

categories of data were social background (com- 

bined annual family income, age, marital status, 

race, gender) and a locally constructed five-item 

Guttman scale selected to differentiate attitude 
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toward optical training. The scale consisted of 
future-oriented questions about the individuals’ 
future eye care exposure to apprenticeship-trained 
opticians and present-oriented questions about cur- 
rent educational requirements within the optician 
profession. Statistical analyses included descriptive 
percentage data extracted for cross-tabulation, 
Pearson correlation, and linear regression models 
for prediction and causal explanations. Findings 
indicated customer attitude toward optician training 
was in favor of higher educational requirements and 
credentials for all social background indicators; 
confidence level in the eye care professional 
increased as the opticians educational achievement 
increased; 100 percent would be more confident in 
the optician's skills if he/she were college educated; 
and 81 percent believed an optician should have 
earned at least a baccalaureate degree. (YLB)

Australia's accommodation, cafes, and restau- 

rants industry represents more than half of the 

nation's total tourism and hospitality employment. 

It accounts for roughly 4.5% of all jobs in Australia 

(400,000 workers). Since 1987, the number of jobs 

in the sector has risen from about 257,000 to about 

372,000. Approximately 57% of employees are 

females; about 43% of industry jobs are part time. 

The majority of enterprises in this sector are small 

businesses. Employers in this industry spent less on 

training their employees in 1996 than any other 
industry. Only 10% of these employers provided 
training. Employers are less satisfied with voca- 
tional education and training (VET) than those in 
any other industry sector. Within the last 3 years, it 
has become the fifth largest industry employing 
apprentices and trainees. Nearly two-thirds of the 
work force in this sector have no qualifications 
beyond high school. Almost two-thirds of employ- 
ers believe there is an adequate supply of VET grad- 
uates to meet demand. (An appendix contains four 
tables of statistics: national shifts in employment in 
various industries in Australia; numbers of persons 
employed in various occupations in the accommo- 

dation, cafes, and restaurants industry from 1987- 

1996; and educational attainment of persons in 

occupations within the industry.) (KC) 
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Australia’s agriculture, forestry, and fishing 
industry represents about 5% of the nation’s total 
employment and growth in the last 10 years has 
averaged only about 0.3% per year. In 1996, it was 
estimated that 4.7% of government-funded training 
was directed toward this industry. A 1997 employer 
satisfaction survey indicated that 11% of enter- 
prises in this sector employed recent vocational 
education and training (VET) graduates, fourth 
highest among all industries. A relatively high 58% 
of technical and further education graduates had 
received employer support during their last semes- 
ter of study, and 75% of VET graduates rated their 
studies as either highly relevant or of some rele- 
vance. Nearly 68% of this industry's workers lack 
qualifications beyond high school and more than 
half did not complete the highest level of secondary 
school. Approximately 77% of VET graduates in 
land and marine resources or animal husbandry 
were employed. (An appendix contains four tables

Australia's construction industry employs nearly 
600,000 workers, over 7% of total national employ- 
ment. The industry is heavily dominated by males 
(nearly 88%) and full-time workers (86%). Much of 
the work in this industry involves subcontracting 
and is cyclical. Construction employers provided 
much less structured training than the average 
employer, spending only about $100 per employee. 
Nearly 50% of the work force has a skilled voca- 
tional qualification, associate's degree, or higher 
degree. The industry received one of the highest rat- 
ings for employer satisfaction with vocational edu- 
cation and training (VET). Construction courses 
were rated as highly relevant by 68.9% of VET 
graduates, by far the highest rating. However, grad- 
uates working in construction rated the provision of 
information on careers and jobs as particularly low. 
Of the graduates who took their course in order to 
get a job, 78% said they had fully achieved their 
aim. (An appendix contains four tables of statistics: 
national shifts in employment in various industries 
in Australia; numbers of persons employed in vari- 
ous occupations in the construction industry from 
1987-1996; and educational attainment of persons 
in occupations within the industry.)

Australia’s cultural and recreational services 

industry encompasses radio and television broad- 

casting, motion pictures, theatre, music, other per- 
forming arts, and sports and services to sports. Only 

2.5% of the nation's labor force is employed in the 

industry. The sector has a particularly high level of 

part-time employment (over 40%). Employment in 

sports has grown by more than 50% between 1987 

and 1997. The industry's work force has a relatively 

low level of formal qualifications, but a relatively 
high proportion of workers classified in the profes- 
sional occupational groups. Employers spent less 
than the national average on training. Overall, 
employers were satisfied with vocational education 
and training (VET) graduates. However, VET grad- 
uates rated their courses as less relevant to their cur- 
rent job than graduates in other industries. The 
emergence of computer-based technologies is hav- 
ing an important impact on skills in some areas of 
creative arts. (An appendix contains four tables of

Nearly 590,000 persons are employed in educa- 

tion in Australia, two-thirds of whom are women. 

One-third of education jobs are part time, and 40%

As 
would be expected, this sector employs more per- 
sons with bachelor's and higher degrees than any 
other industry. In the vocational education and 
training (VET) sector, demand has been driven by 
the changing nature of the labor market and 
increases in government funding. Education placed 
in the top three industries in terms of employer sat- 
isfaction with VET graduates. Employers identi- 
fied three areas for improvement: content relevance, 
work ethic, and flexibility in course delivery. Grad- 
uates in education felt that their qualification was 
less well regarded by employers than did other 
graduates. They were also very unsatisfied with the 
provision of information on careers and jobs. (An 
appendix contains seven tables of statistics:

Australia's electricity, gas, and water supply 
industry employs only 0.8% of the nation's workers 
and employment in the industry has declined by 
nearly 39% in the last decade. This industry is sub- 
stantially more dependent on the vocational educa- 
tion and training (VET) sector for skilled graduates 
than is the total Australian labor market. Despite the 
low numbers of workers, government support for 
training is relatively high. Employers in this indus- 
try were the third highest among all industries in 
terms of spending on employee training. Employers 
are quite satisfied with VET provision, and over 
81% of students working in the industry received 
some form of study assistance from employers. 
VET graduates gave particularly low scores to 
information on courses, careers, and jobs. (An 
appendix contains three tables of statistics: national 
shifts in employment in various industries in Aus- 
tralia; numbers of persons employed in various 
occupations in the electricity, gas, and water supply 
industry from 1987-1996; and educational attain- 
ment of persons in occupations within the industry.)

Australia's finance and insurance industry is 

among the 5 industry divisions in which females 

outnumber males. Women's share of industry jobs 
has risen from 51% to 55% in the last decade. How- 
ever, there is a pronounced gap in earnings between 
male and female workers. Employers expressed 
below-average satisfaction with vocational educa- 
tion and training (VET), especially with the rele- 
vance of courses to their needs and teacher ability 
and experience. VET graduates gave a lower rating 
to their course in terms of employment relevance 
than did graduates in any other industry. Graduates 
were particularly critical of equipment quality and 
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the provision of information on jobs and careers. 
(An appendix contains three tables of statistics: 
national shifts in employment in various occupa- 
tions in Australia; numbers of persons employed in 
various categories in the finance and insurance 
industry from 1987-1996; and educational attain- 
ment of persons in occupations within the industry.)

In Australia, the health and community services 

industry is the nation's fourth largest, and employ- 
ment has grown by 39% since 1987, almost twice as 
much as the labor force as a whole. The industry is 
the most female dominated in Australia (77%) and 
the second-largest source of jobs for women. 
Thirty-eight percent of jobs in the sector are part 
time. The industry is below average in employer 
spending on training. A high proportion of workers 
have university or higher vocational qualifications 
(49%). Employers surveyed were moderately satis- 
fied with vocational education and training (VET) 
graduates; their highest priority for improvement 
was in work ethic. This industry was the single larg- 
est destination for VET graduates in 1997, and 
61.5% of graduates rated their training highly rele- 
vant. In contrast to employers, graduates gave high 
ratings to teachers’ knowledge. (An appendix con- 
tains three tables of statistics: national shifts in 
employment in various industries in Australia; 
numbers of persons employed in various occupa- 
tions in the health and community services industry 
from 1987-1996; and educational attainment of per- 
sons in occupations within the industry.) (KC) 
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Manufacturing in Australia is a large and diverse 
industry, employing more than 1.1 million people. 
Despite its decline in relative importance (from pro- 
viding 16.3% of jobs to providing 13.4%), it is still 
the second largest employing industry. Manufactur- 
ing makes up the major component of exports, 
accounting for 51 percent in 1994-95. Over the last 
decade, some subdivisions, especially metal prod- 
ucts, have shown little employment growth. Sizable 
drops in employment have occurred in textiles, 
clothing and footwear, and machinery and equip- 
ment. Based on its occupational profile, manufac- 
turing is substantially more reliant on the 
vocational education and training (VET) sector for 
its skill requirements than most industries. Its quali- 
fications profile shows its skills are concentrated in 
the skilled vocational area. In the trades area, major 
declines have occurred in metal fitting and machin- 
ing, vehicle, electrical, building, printing, and other 
metal trades. Significant rises in trades employment 
have occurred in welding, screen printing, baking 
and pastry cooking, wood machining, other wood 
trades, upholstering and bedding, and garment 
trades where skill shortages are most likely. About 
90 percent of jobs are full time. Manufacturing is 
concentrated in New South Wales and Victoria. 
VET graduates generally rated the quality and rele- 
vance of their VET courses quite highly. Upon 
graduation, 73.4 percent of graduates had a job. 
Manufacturing is one of three main employers of 
apprentices. (Appendix includes six tables and 
three charts.)

Mining is the second smallest industry division in 

terms both of employment and number of business 

units in Australia. Employment accounts for less 
than | percent of all jobs. The outlook for employ- 
ment is clouded by continuing uncertainty in Aus- 
tralia's main Asian markets and by the longer-term 
impact of environmental concerns. Mining industry 
employment is dominated by male full-time jobs, 
particularly in the coal mining and metal ore mining 
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sectors. It has the lowest level of part-time jobs and 
jobs for women of all industry sectors. Overall 
downward movement in employment is expected 
The mining industry differs from the total work- 
force's occupational composition in having a high 
proportion of its workforce in the intermediate pro- 
duction and transport group. It also has a well- 
above-average proportion in the tradespersons and 
related category, indicating it is significantly 
dependent on the vocational education and training 
(VET) sector for its skills formation. A dispropor- 
tionately high number of workers have a trade qual- 
ification. Average weekly hours worked are well 
above the all-industry average. Mining employees 
are the highest earning workers in Australia. Most 
employment is found in Western Australia and New 
South Wales. VET graduates employed in mining 
rate the relevance of their training quite high. The 
mining industry spends substantially more per 
employee on structured training than any other 
industry. (Four tables are appended.) (YLB) 
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Australia's personal and other services industry is 
the sixth smallest of the 17 industry divisions in 
numbers employed. The industry, a collection of 
quite diverse businesses and services in the public 
and private sectors, has three subdivisions: personal 
services, other services, and private households 
employing staff. The employment level has grown 
quite strongly and consistently. Part-time employ- 
ment is more prevalent in personal and other ser- 
vices than in the labor force as a whole. The 
industry has a slightly higher-than-average propor- 
tion of females than the total work force. Most jobs 
are located in New South Wales and Victoria. The 
occupational profile shows a low proportion of jobs 
in managers, administrators, and professionals cat- 
egories and a relatively high proportion in associate 
professionals and trade-level occupations. Occupa- 
tions that show strong growth are prison officers, 
photographers, gardeners, and computer operators 
Demand for hairdressers has risen. The vocational 
education and training (VET) sector is an important 
source of skilled workers. There is a greater dispar- 
ity between male and female full-time earnings in 
this industry than in any other. VET graduates 
working in personal and other services rated their 
technical and further education courses as quite 
highly relevant to their employment. Employers 
spend more than the average employer on structured 
training. (Appendix includes five tables and three 
charts.) (YLB) 
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Identifiers—* Australia 
Australia's property and business services indus- 

try is its third largest industry and has been the fast- 

est growing industry over the last 10 years. The 
industry is composed of a diverse range of activi- 
ties, including real estate sales, legal and accoun- 
tancy practices, employment placement services, 
labor and equipment hire, scientific and market 
research companies, computing consulting ser- 
vices, and technical services in engineering, sur- 
veying, architecture, and pest control. Employment 
is relatively more concentrated in Victoria, New 

South Wales, and Western Australia. The industry is 

notable for having almost one-third of its work 

force in the professional group and a further 13.6 

percent in the associate professional group. Below- 

average level of earnings for nonmanagerial earn- 
ings was fully explained by females in the industry 
earning well below their male counterparts. The 
same inequality was evident in full-time managerial 
earnings. Satisfaction with the relevance of their 
vocational education and training course was quite 
high for the graduates working in property and busi- 
hess services, contrasting with the criticism by 
employers of the relevance of the course content. 

Employers have reduced their level of training pro- 

vision between 1993 and 1996 by about 15 percent, 

much more than employers across all industries.

Australia's retailing sector is the largest single 
industry of employment, with more than 1.2 million 
workers. It is characterized by high levels of part- 
time and casual employment; a young work force, 
including many young people still in full-time edu- 
cation; and employment widely distributed geo- 
graphically. Over the past 10 years, employment 
has grown quite consistently and above the average 
for all industries. Retailing provides jobs for 51 per- 
cent of all teenagers in the work force. It has 43.2 
percent of its occupations in the relatively unskilled 
elementary clerical, sales, and service group and a 
further 6.9 percent in the unskilled laboring and 
related category. Retailing has the closest balance 
of the sexes in total employment among all 17 
industries divisions. It employs relatively more 
older workers than other industries. Retailing has a 
relatively low proportion of government vocational 
education and training (VET) funds targeted at it, 
despite being a major destination of employment 
for new graduates. Retailing employers are less sat- 
isfied with VET provision than those in most other 
industries. Technical and further education gradu- 
ates working in retailing tend to rate the quality of 
their course quite high but its relevance quite low. 
Retailing employers spend less than all other indus- 
tries except one on structured training for employ- 
ees.

Australia's transport and storage industry is a 

large, diverse sector covering all forms of transport 

operation, including road, rail, air, and sea, and 
related services: stevedoring, port operations, cus- 
toms agencies, and travel agencies.

Under pressure 
of competition, the government-owned rail sector

has sustained substantial job losses. In the 1990s, 
the industry has increased its gross product more 
rapidly than the total economy. The recent Asian 
financial crisis has slowed down the tourist market. 
About 77 percent of workers are males and around 
87 percent of jobs are full time. They are somewhat 
older than those in the whole workforce, and aver- 
age weekly hours worked are relatively high. 
Greater concentrations of employment are in 
Queensland, New South Wales, and Tasmania. 
Occupational composition varies substantially from 
the overall pattern of the labor force. The bulk of 
workers, 46 percent, are in the intermediate produc- 
tion and transport occupational group, including the 
largest full-time occupation category for males in 
Australia, truck driver. The industry receives only a 
small level of direct government funding for voca- 
tional education and training (VET) provision. 
Employers are relatively dissatisfied with VET pro- 
vision; VET graduates are less critical. Employers 
in the air transport sector are among the highest 
spenders of all industry groups on structured train- 
ing for employees.

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Since the 1970s, federal legislation and public 
and private sector initiatives have attempted to 
increase the numbers of women employed in occu- 
pations considered nontraditional for females. In 
1998, women accounted for 20-25% of employees 
in a handful of nontraditional occupations (NTOs) 
but less than 10% of employees in many other 
NTOs. Secondary vocational enrollments remain 
largely gender segregated, and although enrollment 
of women in postsecondary education has increased 
overall, the numbers of women remain small in 
many program areas. Reasons for this limited 
progress in increasing the numbers of women pre- 
paring for NTOs include the following: Perkins 
equity and single-parent/displaced homemaker 
grants have been small and few in number; equity 
remains a low priority and is not adequately 
addressed in teacher education; and appropriations 
for equity provisions in some legislation are mini- 
mal or nonexistent. The greatest increase of women 
in NTOs has been in professions; however, most 
women (73%) remain in nonprofessional occupa- 
tions. Some barriers to increasing the number of 
women in NTOs remain impervious to the legisla- 
tive and educational remedies attempted over the 
past 3 decades. To succeed, efforts to boost the 
numbers of women in NTOs must be institutional- 
ized rather than simply viewed as add-ons, and cor- 
rective measures should address the wider 
sociocultural issues that constitute the greatest bar- 
riers.

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It is a myth that skills alone ensure employment. 
Other keys to workplace success include continu- 
ous learning, emotional intelligence, networking, 
flexibility, and commitment to business objectives. 
Although academic degrees, skill certifications, and 
other documentation of accomplishments provide 
access to employment, they are significant only at 
the time of the job offer and its acceptance. Contin- 
uous learning is the key to ensuring ongoing 
employment. More keys to employment success 
include the following: interpersonal and social 
skills; listening and persuasion skills; ability to get 
along with others; ability to make one's talents and 
accomplishments known; and courteousness and 
respectfulness toward everyone. To some extent, it 
is true that it's who you know that counts. The key to 
knowing the right people is knowing how to net- 
work (in other words, meeting people and drawing 
upon those contacts to further your career). Two 
important networking strategies are the following: 
(1) learn about and select networking events to 
attend; and (2) linking with a mentor who can serve 
as a guide or adviser. Although some anticipation is 
necessary to be ready for various career junctures, 
speculating on work demands and outcomes rather 
than asking supervisors directly about their expec- 
tations is a stress enhancer.

According to the theory of multiple intelligences 
(MI), intelligence is a set of abilities, talents, and 
skills in eight areas: mathematical-logical, spatial- 
visual, bodily-kinesthetic, musical-rhythmic, ver- 
bal-linguistic, interpersonal, intrapersonal, and nat- 
uralistic. All humans possess these intelligences in 
varying degrees, and most people can develop all of 
them to a degree of competence. Because the MI 
theory was formed in part by examining people's 
performance of jobs and tasks, MI profiling and 
learning activities should be useful in career choice 
and career development. The use of MI theory can 
assist the career development and counseling pro- 
cess in three ways: self-knowledge (awareness of 
MI strengths and weaknesses adds to the self- 
knowledge required for successful career choice); 
expansion of career possibilities (adults involved in 
MI activities broadened the parameters of their 
career choices); and enhancement of self-esteem 
(at-risk students and adults who may not have expe- 
rienced career success have benefited from recog- 
nizing their intelligence and identifying jobs 
matching their strengths). Issues in the use of MI 
include the following: not “labeling” people by 
their preferred intelligences, not matching intelli- 
gences to careers too early, and encouraging indi- 
viduals to develop less-preferred intelligences. (An 
annotated bibliography that contains 21 references 
constitutes approximately 75% of this document.)

Because emotional well-being is increasingly 
being recognized as a predictor of success in 
school, family, and work life, many are advocating 
that emotional intelligence be promoted as early as 
elementary school. Emotional intelligence involves 
two competencies important to career success: (1) 
the ability to recognize personal and others’ feelings 
and emotions; and (2) the ability to use that infor- 
mation to resolve conflicts, solve problems, and 
improve interactions with others. The academic 
model that has been embraced by education focuses 
on cognitive learning or knowledge transfer rather 
than on the thinking processes that lead to emo- 
tional learning and play a big role in career and life 
success. Educators and organizations alike are rec- 
ognizing the value of emotional as well as cognitive 
development and are increasing training for emo- 
tional intelligence. Teachers can facilitate learning 
by modeling the behavior they expect learners to 
demonstrate in school and/or on the job. Teaching 
strategies should address different learning styles 
and incorporate visual, sensory, auditory, and inter- 
active elements such as role playing, group discus- 
sions, and simulations. Self-disclosure, in which 
instructors share personal stories to communicate 
how they dealt with an emotion, is especially rec- 
ommended.

In an effort to secure some public funding, Great 

Britain's Trades Union Congress (TUC) obtained 
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accreditation of its programs through the National 
Open College Network (NOCN). Tutor and union 
representative expectations and perceptions of the 
accreditation were examined in a_ study that 
included group and individual interviews and sur- 
veys of union representatives who had attended 
TUC courses and course tutors.

Discussions about the importance of technology 
have permeated every area of the counseling field 
How prepared are counselors for changes in tech- 
nology? How competent are counselors in the use of 
technology? Who will provide the training? This 
study attempts to address some of these issues. It is 
designed to assess how competent counselors are in 
the technology skills they will require their students 
to possess. A survey based on The Technology 
Interest Network of the Association for Counselor 
Education and Supervision (ACES) set of 12 com- 
petencies that counselors should have upon gradua- 
tion was published in the Spring 1999 issue of 
“Spectrum.” Because persons other than counselor 
educators responded, the results may have limited 
generalizability to the membership of ACES. Sur- 
vey results indicate that counselor educators and 
counseling students lack a uniformly high level of 
technology competence.

Because the time-limited, 
short-term format requires less commitment and 
seems more likely to result in success, members are 
more likely to complete the group sessions. The 
connections they make about the relationship 
between their eating behavior and underlying issues 
combined with the positive experiences related to 
group belongingness and decreased feelings of iso- 
lation may increase the likelihood that members 
will pursue further in-depth psychotherapy. There- 
fore, a short-term, psychoeducational group for 
weight-stabilized individuals with anorexia nervosa 
is an effective prelude to longer-term approaches. 
Participating in a psychoeducational group builds 
initial social and coping skills that prepares and 
motivates recovering clients for more intense psy- 
chotherapy.

It is noted that even secondhand exposure to vio- 

lence can be traumatic and, therefore, all children 

and adolescents exposed to violence or disaster, 

even if only through graphic media reports, should 

be watched for signs of distress. Loss of trust and 

fear of the event occurring again are seen in many 

children and adolescents who have been exposed to 

traumatic events. After violence or a disaster 

occurs, the family is the first-line resource for help- 

ing. Among the things that parents and other adults 

can do are explain the episode as well as they are 
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able, encourage the children to express their feel- 
ings, let children know that it is normal to feel 
upset, and allow time for the youngsters to experi- 
ence and talk about their feelings. The fact sheet 
concludes with a discussion of post-traumatic stress 
disorder, its diagnosis and treatment, and what sci- 
entists at the NIMH are learning about trauma in 
children and adolescents.

The philosophical view of 
crisis presented in this paper is that the opposite of 
crisis is called mental development (development of 
consciousness). When an individual has been suc- 
cessful in dealing with a crisis, he/she has gone 
through a process of mental development or has 
simply learned something that would not have been 
learned without the crisis. It is impossible to under- 
stand the message of a crisis unless a person is 
involved in one. To be in the middle of a crisis 
means to be learning something extraordinary. One 
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must move mentally if one wants to move out of the 
crisis. From this point of view crisis is one half, and 
mental development, the other half. This concept is 
applied to the pedagogy of crisis counseling. Sev- 
eral case examples are discussed, and the work of 
Viktor Frankl, the initiator of Logotherapy, is also 
mentioned in relation to crisis counseling. A short 
discussion of dimensionality, the feeling of being 
caught in a dead-in with no way out is provided. The 
paper concludes by reminding readers to become 
sensitive to what life wants us to do by sending a 
crisis.

This two-volume monograph reports the results

The major pur- 
pose of this publication is to develop an accurate 
picture of current drug use and trends. Given the 
illicit and illegal nature of most of the phenomena 
under study and the absence of prevalence data, 
substantial misconceptions can develop and 
resources may be misallocated. Throughout this 
report, the focus in on drug use at the higher fre- 
quency levels rather than simply on who has used 
various drugs. A summary of the findings on trends 
includes: over more than a decade—from the late

The author then 
met with the boy and his mother. By explaining his 
story of hurt and loss at being forced to move in 
with his brother to make room for his mother's boy- 
friend, the boy was able to acknowledge his abjec- 
tion and move through his problems.

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The number of languages spoken throughout the 
world is estimated to be 6,000. Although a small 
number of languages serve as important link lan- 
guages or languages of wider communication 
around the world, these are very often spoken as 
second, third, fourth, or later-acquired languages. 
Fewer than 25% of the world's approximately 200 
countries recognize two or more official languages, 
with a mere handful recognizing more than two. 
Despite these conservative government policies, 
available data indicate that there are many more 
bilingual or multilingual individuals in the world 
than there are monolingual. In addition, there are 
many more children throughout the world who have 
been and continue to be educated through a second 
or a later-acquired language, at least for some por- 
tion of their formal education, than there are chil- 
dren educated exclusively via the first language. In 
many parts of the world, bilingualism or multilin- 
gualism and innovative approaches to education 
that involve the use of two or more languages con- 
stitute the normal everyday experience. Results 
from published, longitudinal, and critical research 
undertaken in varied settings throughout the world 
indicate that the development of multiple language 
proficiency is possible and is viewed as desirable by 
educators, policymakers, and parents in many coun- 
tries. This digest discusses the use of multiple lan- 
guages in education, research on the use of first and 
second languages in education, common threads of 
successful programs, cross-cutting themes, key 
issues warranting further attention, and questions to 
ask regarding multilingual education in one's com- 
munity. (VWL) 
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A study investigated the involvement strategies 
present in the textual conversations of four graduate 
students enrolled in a fully online graduate course 
in language education. The students interacted 
through an asynchronous interactive computer con- 
ferencing system that allowed communication from 
two continents. Two 2-week ongoing discussions 
were analyzed, including one on historical and the- 
oretical perspectives on language for specific pur- 
poses and on technology in the language classroom. 
The three interpersonal involvement strategies 
examined in the computer-meditated communica- 
tions were imagery, repetition, and dialogue. Each 
incidence in a category was analyzed by function, 
and its structural and interactive characteristics 
were measured against one theory. Distribution in 
the conversations by participant and over time was 
noted as well. Results indicate that, from the begin- 
ning of their online textual interactions, the stu- 
dents used personal involvement strategies develop 
a social context of rapport and intimacy that facili- 
tated their ability to convey to academic meanings. 
This suggests that they worked cooperatively to cre- 
ate a learning, supportive community and to facili- 
tate the joint negotiation of academic meaning.

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A study investigated patterns in phonological 
errors occurring in the speaker's second language in 
both formal and informal speaking situations. Sub- 
jects were three adult learners of English as a sec- 
ond language, including a native Spanish-speaker 
and two Asians. Their speech was recorded during 
diagnostic testing (formal speech) and in everyday 
contexts (informal speech) and analyzed for phone- 
mic interference from the first language using prin- 
ciples of both contrastive analysis theory and error 
analysis theory. Results support the use of contras- 
tive analysis for this purpose, showing variability in 
error patterns linked to first language. Further 
research with a larger sample and a wider variety of 
first languages is recommended. Contains 31 refer- 
ences.

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Identifiers—*Authentic Assessment 
A study investigated whether teaching tech- 
niques and the use of self-evaluation tended to 
increase student motivation and second language 
proficiency. Subjects were 59 high school Honors 
Spanish 4 students with varying levels of academic 
ability, motivation, and proficiency, and included 
both non-native and English-dominant Spanish 
speakers. The foreign language program dropout 
rate reflected the low priority given to foreign ian- 
guage study. Analysis of probable causes and solu- 
tions suggested that treatment involving positive 
attitudes, cooperative learning, and use of multiple 
intelligence pedagogy would improve performance. 
Real-life application and self-evaluation helped to 
improve individual student's motivation. Results 
tended to support current research. Most of the sub- 
jects demonstrated significant growth in both oral 
and written proficiency in the target language. Their 
organizational skills and acceptance of personal 
responsibility improved. However, students with 
excessive absences from school did not benefit from 
the intervention. Posttest and attitudinal surveys 
revealed greater confidence and interest in develop- 
ing foreign language proficiency. The instructional 
rubrics used were useful, but it was found that their 
design needed to be refined. The only aspect nega- 
tive was that students tended to depend on class 
time to finish projects. The instructional rubrics, 
student surveys, and results are appended.

Descriptors—*Emotional Adjustment, Emotional 
Response, *English (Second Language), *Land 
Settlement, Language Teachers, *Mental 
Health, *Refugees, Second Language Instruc- 
tion, Student Attitudes, *Teacher Role 
Refugees to the United States are fleeing intoler- 
able conditions and arriving to a new, very unfamil- 
iar environment with many possibilities and 
sometimes conflicting expectations. Some are able 
to focus on their new life; others experience signifi- 
cant psychological, emotional, and physical adjust- 
ment problems. English-as-a-Second-Language 
(ESL) teachers can develop helpful and supportive 
relationships with refugees struggling to cope with 
daily life, but can also be ready targets for displaced 
anger, disappointment, and frustration. ESL teach- 
ers may be called on to referee conflicts. ESL teach- 
ers may also feel ineffectual in the face of students’ 
lack of progress or seeming disinterest, and feel 
powerless to effect change. Teachers may be able to 
refer students having more difficulties than 
expected to resettlement mental health services. If 
the community has not addressed the concerns of 
refugee mental health, it may be time to initiate the 
discussion. Working with refugee groups can be 
both highly rewarding and highly stressful. It is 
important to monitor ESL teachers’ stress levels and 
emotional responses, be familiar with the ways they 
cope. Teachers should take the time to do a personal 
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inventory and care for themselves, which is also 
good role modeling for students.

This study examines the relationship between 
distance education and institutional reward struc- 
tures. The study sought to develop a scale to assess 
beliefs of college faculty about rewards and incen- 
tives in distance education, based on the hypothesis 
that faculty perceptions cluster around three fac- 
tors: locus of motivation, institutional values and 
commitment, and return on investment.

Identifiers—*Collaborative Research 
This paper examines the issue of collaborative 
authorship in academia by specifically addressing 
fairness and equity in name ordering and by reex- 
amining the present conventions used to designate 
credit. It offers scholars a framework for thinking 
about collaboration, negotiating the authorship 
terms of the working relationship, and assigning 
appropriate credit for work accomplished.

This paper examines some of the major problems 
and barriers faced by Hispanic/Latino youth who, 
despite high college enrollment rates, do not com- 
plete the four-year degree. An examination of five 
entering classes of Illinois college students found 
that only 30.2 percent of Hispanic students had 
completed their degrees at the end of four years, 
33.8 percent were still enrolled in college, and 36 
percent had dropped out. Factors identified as lead- 
ing to lack of persistence included the overall cost 
of earning a degree, lack of academic preparation 
for college in junior and senior high school, poor 
articulation between community colleges and four- 
year institutions, limited access to resources, and 
family pressures. Several strategies are suggested 
for improving timely degree completion, including 
pre-college initiatives such as providing multicul- 
tural training for teaching faculty and support staff 
to dispel stereotypes, introducing concepts of aca- 
demic achievement and excellence in elementary 
schools, emphasizing the concept of career oppor- 
tunities available through post-secondary training, 
and involving members of the Hispanic community 
in school parent-teacher organizations.

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This digest reviews the literature examining ways 

in which the academic world is shifting toward 

more entrepreneurial approaches for running an 
institution and examines some programs that have 
been developed both at the community college and 
the senior college level. Reasons cited for the shift 
toward entrepreneurial ways of operating include 
cuts in traditional sources of funding, government 
intervention in higher education, and the escalating 
costs of teaching and research. Also noted are some 
of the risks posed for colleges and universities when 
participating in entrepreneurial activities, including 
busi risk, gement risk, and image risks. 
The paper notes that community colleges, because 
of their traditional role in job training, have been 
successful in obtaining money from both govern- 
ment and industry to prepare workers for jobs. In 
contrast, universities and four-year colleges have 
tended to focus on generating revenue through 
research collaborations with private industry and 
the government, such as partnerships with licensing 
and patenting offices, small business development 
centers, research and technology centers, and busi- 
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ness incubators. The paper concludes that entrepre- 
neurial ventures performed in keeping with 
academic values can be worthwhile for institutions, 
students, and the public.

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This digest reviews entrepreneurship activities 

among university and community college faculty 

and administrators, citing a number of studies that 
examine corporate-university linkages. These stud- 
ies note that some faculty act as consultants to orga- 
nizations, thus providing an avenue for personal 
interaction between industry and academe, or 
engage in research that leads to commercialization 
of a product, which in turn results in formal 
research arrangements between the industrial part- 
ner and faculty members. Many patents held by 
business corporations, for example, are the result of 
work performed in university laboratories. Commu- 
nity colleges also participate in entrepreneurial 
activities by teaching students who may eventually 
create their own businesses. The major difference 
between academic researchers and industrial entre- 
preneurs relates to differences in values. While aca- 
demic work is done within a relatively narrow 
disciplinary focus, entrepreneurial activities 
involve linkages between resources and opportuni- 
ties and require technical, managerial, and interper- 
sonal competencies. Such value differences keep 
many faculty from participating in entrepreneurial 
activities, even though these activities may benefit

This digest examines some of the literature on 

technology transfer in the context of higher educa- 

tion, noting that the practice of capitalizing on aca- 
demic research for commercial purposes has the 
potential to generate financial resources for the par- 
ticipating institutions of higher education. Several 
examples of technology transfer are cited, including 
initiatives at the Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology such as the university's Leaders in Manufac-

and the Monsanto Company, which seeks new dis-

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nology transfer claim that the practice goes against 
the four norms characteristic of the practice of sci- 
ence cited by Robert Merton: namely, universalism 
(shared scientific ideas), communism (collective 
ownership of knowledge), disinterestedness in per- 
sonal gain, and organized skepticism (independent 
validation), and suggests that successful practice of 
technology transfer must take these values into 
account, as well as the ethical issues and financial 
and research gains.

This digest examines some of the literature on 

entrepreneurial arrangements within academic 
institutions—arrangements that often mirror the 
conflicted town/gown attitude between small cities 
and the institutions of higher education located 
within their limits. The main reason cited for the 
involvement of higher education institutions in 
commercial endeavors is decreasing financing for 
higher education, but the report notes Derek Bok's 
caution that efforts to turn university activities into 
revenue may change the institution's image and 
force it to sacrifice its most essential academic val- 
ues. The report notes two studies of Australian uni- 
versities where the success of the entrepreneurial 
arrangement led to status bifurcation within aca- 
demic units. Also noted is a study conducted of a 
Canadian project to accelerate college entrepre- 
neurship which resulted in the ideas of competition 
becoming more firmly embedded in the thinking of 
Canadian governmental and educational leaders. 
Other studies note the need for a balance between 
business demands and academic values and the con- 
cern that university-corporate ties may diminish the 
objectivity of university research. In summarizing a 
study of European entrepreneurial universities, the 
report notes that while entrepreneurial activity can 
increase institutional autonomy, diversify income, 
and reduce dependence on government, it may also 
lead to fragmentation of academic goals and institu- 
tional purpose.

Several themes are prevalent in the literature on 
college administration. Motivating staff, planning, 
conflict management, ethics, power and influence, 
communication, strategy and decision making, 
vision, and financial issues are consistently dis- 
cussed. However, common administrative pro- 
cesses such as planning, morale, and administrative 
climate are not mentioned. More recent themes 
include outsourcing, privatization, mergers, reengi- 
neering, collaboration, technology, and equity. 
Only a few applications of management or adminis- 
trative theories to the administration of higher edu- 
cation institutions were noted in the literature for 
1996: these included chaos theory, reengineering, 
and total quality management (TQM). Restructur- 
ing to meet administrative challenges is a major 
theme and is often discussed with TQM and reengi- 
neering. One way that campuses are restructuring is 
by privatizing or outsourcing certain functions. 
Collaborations with industries, alumni, and other 
institutions are also discussed. A major interna- 
tional concern is the issue of accountability, and 
higher education institutions worldwide are strug- 
gling to redefine how they contribute to national 
goals. Another major theme in the literature is con- 
cern about the growing number of legal mandates 
for equity. Another issue discussed is the way tech- 
nology can address administrative problems. Over- 
all much of the literature on college administration 
tends to be opinion pieces or unscientific case stud- 
ies.

Literature on college curriculum has been declin- 

ing since the early 1990s, representing under 5 per- 

cent of the literature added to the ERIC database in 

1996. One reason seems to be the emphasis on 

instruction; another is that information on curricu- 

lar movements are often addressed in the literature 
on instructional change. Trends in 1996 in the liter- 
ature on curriculum include themes of diversity, 
democracy or citizenship, environmentalism, and 
international studies. A major trend in the literature 
is the addition of interdisciplinary curricula, 
although it tends to be subsumed under the theme of 
instructional change. Diversity is described in the 
literature most often as an issue for practitioners; 
one of the most comprehensive resources docu- 
ments the impact of multiculturalism on higher edu- 
cation during the 1980s and 1990s. However, 
research is needed to document the impact of multi- 
cultural curricula on student outcomes. Another 
important theme added to the literature in 1996 is 
curricula focused on the development of civic 
responsibility; and environmental education, which 
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virtually disappeared in the 1980s and early 1990s, 
is once again in the literature. The number of docu- 
ments on international education is small if mea- 
sured by the importance of the issue as manifested 
by mission statements, presidential speeches, and 
the press. (Contains 12 references.) (JM) 
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The literature on college faculty in 1996 has 

increased; however, two themes described in the 

practice literature—identifying and rewarding 
exemplary teaching and experimental pedagogies— 
are only minimally represented in the research liter- 
ature. The Carnegie Foundation, the American 
Association for Higher Education, and the Council 
for the Advancement and Support of Education 
have addressed the topic of identifying and reward- 
ing exemplary teaching. Experimental pedagogies 
are represented in the literature as techniques fac- 
ulty should use, but empirical research about their 
benefits is minimal. Other areas reveal an overlap 
between research and practice; major themes 
include college faculty workload and productivity 
assessment, restructuring and the accompanying 
reduction of faculty; tenure; faculty role or identity 
and diversity. Key issues in the research are those 
related to public perception of higher education and 
the cost of higher education, with issues relating to 
student outcomes and learning receiving less atten- 
tion. Assessment is a prevalent issue, although a 
gap is apparent between administrator and faculty 
views of and beliefs about assessment. Another gap 
is found in the literature on restructuring. The liter- 
ature on tenure remains historical or theoretical, 
with little empirical research; literature on the 
changing role of faculty follows the attention given 
to workload, assessment, restructuring, and tenure 

Related to public accountability is research on 

diversity-related issues. (Contains 27 references.) 

(JM) 
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The literature on financial issues in higher educa- 
tion is limited. Six major themes in the literature in 
1996 include the reduced federal role and increased 
state role in funding; managing costs, including 
deferred maintenance and capital spending in times 
of shrinking resources; concern about rising tuition 
and its impact on access; concern about changes in 
funding, e.g. business/private sources and the 
reduction in state funding and the resulting impact 
on institutional mission; the management of endow- 
ments; and international comparisons of institu- 
tions of higher learning. The literature reflects the 
shift from federal to state responsibility for allocat- 
ing educational resources, as well as the shift from 
funding formulas to accountability and productiv- 
ity. A number of articles from the public and busi- 
ness sectors call for reducing costs and controlling 
expenses, but there is virtually no literature from 
the higher education sector on this issue. A major 
study on trends in higher education finance presents 
data from an ongoing study of tuition discounting at 
270 independent colleges and universities. Other 
studies review mission versus sponsor issues, man- 
agement of endowments, and how higher education 
is financed internationally. Issues not addressed in 
the literature include the increasing importance of 
fund-raising as state funding shrinks; strategic 
planning in a time of shrinking resources; debt 
financing; and creative budget strategies. (Contains 
25 references.) (JM) 
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The literature on graduate and professional edu- 

cation reflects many of the trends present in the lit- 

erature on undergraduate education, including 
concerns about student learning; transforming the 
curriculum to be more inclusive; internationaliza- 
tion of the curriculum; incorporation of technology; 
growth in interdisciplinary education; and out- 
comes assessment. Additionally the literature on 
graduate and professional education also focuses on 
the overproduction of graduates; admissions crite- 
ria; experientially based pedagogy; faculty empow- 
erment; equity; attrition and financial aid; and 
responsiveness to the profession and the public. 
While much literature is devoted to the growing 
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demand for graduate education, some articles are 
concerned with overproduction of graduate stu- 
dents. Also being explored are admission criteria 
and the changing characteristics of students; prob- 
lem-based and experiential learning, including lit- 
erature on teams, cases, and simulations; and 
faculty empowerment and the importance of men- 
toring new faculty and finding ways to make 
adjunct faculty feel included. Equity is a common 
theme in the literature, with discussions ranging 
from increasing the number of students in graduate 
school to increasing funding to support minority 
students. Also addressed is attrition in graduate and 
professional schools, especially of underrepre- 
sented groups, and the rise of indebtedness among 
graduate students. (Contains 52 references.) (JM) 
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Higher education's relationship with and contri- 

bution to the public good emerged as a trend in the 

higher education literature in 1996. Three major 
themes are represented: the role of higher educa- 
tion, public relations, and collaboration. The litera- 
ture and research continue to illustrate the valuable 
role of higher education in the important processes 
that underlie our culture and society. Most often 
discussed in the literature is economic develop- 
ment; political and social development have a sig- 
nificantly lesser role. Helpful additions to the 
literature are contextual studies that examine the 
impact of higher education on specific communi- 
ties. A report developed for the State Higher Educa- 
tion Executive Officers Association examines the 
role of higher education in the development of the 
workforce, focusing on such issues as employers’, 
learners’, and the public's expectations. Public rela- 
tions, an increasingly problematic issue, is not well 
represented in the literature. This area needs more 
research to understand how public perception 
affects higher education institutions, what shapes 
public opinion, and how it can be changed. Collabo- 
ration was also a major theme in the literature, with 
discussions about collaborations with industry, 
with K-12 educators, and within the institution. 
(Contains 13 references.) (JM) 
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The literature on college instruction reached a 

peak in 1996, one reason being that this topic 
relates to the larger discussion about the changing 
role of higher education and to faculty members’ 
changing priorities. Trends identified include the 
integration of technology into instruction; an 
emphasis on interdisciplinary teaching and learn- 
ing; active learning; and the outcomes and “quality” 
of learning. Underlying these themes is an emphasis 
on learning rather than on teaching. Several studies 
examine how the use of technology is changing the 
learning process, the structure of knowledge, and 
the nature of instruction. A limited number of arti- 
cles focus on interdisciplinary programs and 
instruction, with the discussion usually related to 
technological instruction. However, one study 
describes an interdisciplinary program for fresh- 
men that focuses on development of critical think- 
ing, nonverbal communication, writing, and 
speaking. Many authors describe techniques for 
engaging students through active learning, but no 
consensus is seen in the literature on outcomes and 
quality assessment. Several studies address the 
issue of balancing research, teaching, and service, 
and studies on setting standards for exemplary 
teaching seem to illustrate agreement on the relative 
merits of good teaching. There is minimal research 
on how different pedagogical styles can create more 
inviting learning environments for different racial 
or gender groups. (Contains 46 references.) (JM) 
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Historically, legal issues have not been well rep- 

resented in the higher education research literature. 

Two sources, however, regularly discuss legal 

issues: the Journal of College and University Law 

and the Chronicle of Higher Education. Three main 

themes emerge in the literature on legal issues: (1) 

rethinking and refining of traditional policies; (2) 

the rise in campus issues; and (3) technology. The

little research in the higher education journals or at 
conferences that relates to issues of academic free- 
dom, faculty collective bargaining, and tenure tends 
to define these issues philosophically rather than 
from a legal perspective. Literature on copyrights, 
patents, and research involving human subjects is 
minimal. New literature, mostly opinion pieces, 
continues to be written about ambiguous issues that 
emerge in cases involving affirmative action, sexual 
harassment, discipline, due process, discrimination, 
and athletics, but research is needed on the erosion 
of immunities and tort caps traditionally relied 
upon by college and university administrators for 
protection against lawsuits. A new legal issue com- 
ing to the fore includes planning for changes in 
technology and the legal ramifications of computer- 
izing college campuses. Other areas where more 
analysis and literature are needed include ethics and 
professional practices. (Contains 7 references.) 
(JM) 
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The literature on higher education policy and 

governance has increased since the late 1980s, pos- 
sibly in response to campuses’ questioning of their 
traditional missions and processes, and focuses on 
five main areas: financial issues; assessment; 
accreditation and standards, especially for new 
forms of teaching and learning; nondiscrimination 
policies, particularly against racism and homopho- 
bia; and changing faculty roles, productivity, and 
tenure. Themes embedded within these areas 
include issues of public trust and accountability and 
accommodation of new environments and new stu- 
dents. An overview by Morsy and Altbach, “Higher 
Education in International Perspective: Critical 
Issues,” provides insights for those trying to under- 
stand current policy issues at the macro level. The 
literature on governance, which tends to overlap the 
literature on policy, contains three common themes: 
the activism of boards and trustees, restructuring, 
and participatory governance. Lacking in the litera- 
ture is research on quality in higher education, 
diversity as it relates to governance, and the impact 
of state policy on governance. (Contains 48 refer- 
ences.) (JM)

The literature on professional development cov- 

ers five major trends: (1) faculty development; (2) 

professional development for change in a profes- 

sion or field; (3) mentoring; (4) professional stan- 
dards for administrators; and (5) staff development, 
with almost all of the literature focusing on best 
practices rather than research. Much of the litera- 
ture on faculty development complements that on 
changing faculty roles. A growing trend in the liter- 
ature focuses on the ways in which colleges and 
universities shape fields of practice. More research 
is needed, however, on how successful these efforts 
are in modifying fields of practice and on the most 
useful strategies. Much of the research on mentor- 
ing focuses on initiating mentoring programs for 
new faculty, although some also addresses mentor- 
ing among administrators. Research continues to 
show positive relationships between mentoring and 
professional outcomes, but more research is needed 
on how mentoring can be used to initiate change. 

Several professional groups in higher education are 

currently developing and revising standards related 

to professional development programs. The College 
and University Personnel Association (CUPA) 

Journal continues to be one of the best sources for 

literature on professional and staff development.

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The amount of literature on program evaluation 

decreased in 1996, continuing a trend begun in the 

late 1980s. One exception to this is the literature on 
assessment. Another frequent issue is the technique 
of evaluation. Many examples of research on evalu- 
ation are from international settings, where 
accountability and evaluation appear to be inte- 
grated into institutional systems. Student learning 
and satisfaction with services tend to be the focus of 
evaluation and assessment. An exception to the 
trend away from systemic evaluation is a paper by 
Aquirre and Hawkins, “Why Reinvent the Wheel? 
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Let's Adapt Our Institutional Assessment Model,” 
which describes an integrated assessment and stra- 
tegic planning process designed to comply with 
accountability requirements at a community college 
in New Mexico. Most evaluation studies occur as 
students leave school or after they have graduated, 
and it would be helpful to have more evaluations 
while students were still in school. Some articles 
suggest ways to improve the process of evaluation. 
One area where research on evaluation is prevalent 
is research on new or nontraditional academic expe- 
riences, such as first-year seminars or bridge pro- 
grams, experiential learning, and distance 
education. Some evaluation focuses specifically on 
faculty members, exploring the quality of teaching 
and research. Research on staff members’ impact on 
student learning or experience is minimal. (Con- 
tains 12 references.) (JM)

The literature on college students covers five 

themes: (1) financing, (2) disciplinary issues, (3) 
diversity, (4) retention, and (5) students’ roles in 
campus innovations and change, although most of 
the literature is devoted to funding and student dis- 
cipline. Most of the articles dealing with financing 
focus on the rising cost of tuition and strategies for 
paying for a college education; several illustrate the 
relationship between funding and retention and 
achievement, and the impact the problem has on 
minority enrollments. Only a few studies exist of 
how campuses address financing issues, but the lit- 
erature on the impact of financial aid on students’ 
access to higher education is growing. The second 
most frequently cited theme is discipline; articles 
focus on cheating, alcoholism, abuse in college ath- 
letics, and violations of campus code. The preva- 
lence of literature on diversity could reflect student 
body diversification or a greater acceptance among 
researchers and practitioners of the importance of 
diversity; literature in this area abounds with ideas 
for both practice and research. Research on reten- 
tion continues to be well represented; researchers 
have explored how first-year residential experi- 
ences, use of health services, use of alcohol, and 
composition of the faculty by gender and race all 
affect student attrition rates. (JM) 
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The National Association of College and Univer- 

sity Attorneys surveyed its members for informa- 
tion about compensation and benefits they receive 
from their employers. The survey was conducted 
between December 1998 and February 1999 and 
elicited responses from 285 principal attorneys who 
were employed full-time by a university or a state 
government, or who worked as outside counsel to a 
university. Salaries of principal attorneys and other 
legal staff are reported in tables broken out by years 
of legal experience, fund expenditures, and student 
enrollment. Characteristics of the attorneys, such as 
age, legal experience, gender, ethnicity, responsi- 
bilities, pay relationship to size of legal staff, are 
presented in numerous tables throughout the text. 
Tables also detail employee benefits such as insur- 
ance and health care. Also listed are special charac- 
teristics, such as size, experience, and billing rates, 
of firms used by universities for outside counsel, 
and the characteristics of the participating institu- 
tions. The survey questionnaire is appended. (JM)

One of the most popular innovations in learning 
community programs involves paired or clustered 
courses. The demonstrated ability of paired courses 
to enhance student retention and performance levels 
has contributed to their growth on campuses across 
the country. However the development of paired 
courses presents instructors with unique obstacles 
in organization and presentation. This paper exam- 
ines issues related to a paired course developed in 
English composition and general sociology 
grounded in Erving Goffman's frame analytic 
approach. The courses consisted of three sections of 
English composition linked to one general sociol- 
ogy course. Eight instructors were involved in 
developing the paired courses. The mechanism used 
to implement this approach was a student journal, 
which served to establish a mutual focus for stu- 
dents and instructors. The journal format consisted 
of four entries per week, and students were required 
to take any concept or idea presented in the sociol- 
ogy course and relate it to an experience outside the 
classroom. The study found that the journal, used as 
a framing device, connected aspects of the paired 
courses into one assignment that was relevant to all 
participants, and also enhanced student understand- 
ing of the material.

Eric Foner of Columbia University (New York) 
describes the history of race relations through the 
lens of the African-American experience and Albert 
Camarillo of Stanford University (California) 
explains that Hispanic Americans have been largely 
marginalized and separated from mainstream 
American society. Patricia Gurin of the University 
of Michigan presents evidence showing that stu- 
dents educated in diverse classrooms learn to think 
in more complex ways. William Bowen, president 
of the Mellon Foundation (Pennsylvania), and 
Derek Bok, former president of Harvard University 
(Massachusetts), cite their recent book, “The Shape 
of the River,” in which they find that minorities 
admitted to the nation's most selective schools have 
made significant achievements, both in school and 
afterwards and have contributed in important ways 
to the education of those around them. Claude 
Steele at Stanford University notes the limited use- 
fulness of standardized tests in the admissions pro- 
cess, citing research that finds that prevailing 
stereotypes about minorities’ academic capabilities 
artificially depress minority students’ test scores. 
Specifically addressing the law school admissions 
process, Kent Syverud of Vanderbilt University 
Law School (Tennessee) shows how a diverse law 
school class provides a more vibrant and lively 
opportunity for learning than could otherwise be 
achieved; Robert Webster, a former judge and 
former president of the Michigan State Bar Associ- 
ation, describes the importance of diversity to the 
practice of law.

This paper focuses on issues of providing access 
to higher education for the Latino community, espe- 
cially in the state of Illinois.

Northeastern Illinois University addressed this 
issue, as well as its commitment towards commu- 
nity development, by creating a graduate program 
with the aim of responding to leadership needs and 
administrative goals of Chicago's Latino teachers. 
While Latino graduate enrollment has increased 
slightly, Hispanics are still underrepresented among 
students who complete education at the graduate 
level. Subsequently, the university created an out- 
reach program to serve the Latino community 
which surrounds the university campus. This pro- 
gram, now the Educational Resource Center, con- 
tinues to grow and is attracting and recruiting 
neighborhood youth and non-traditional students 
for admission to classes at this site. Since academic 
year 1997-98 the Center has focused on a graduate 
education program for Latino teachers. (JM) 
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This qualitative study explored the use of list- 
servs as instructional instruments in a graduate- 
level leadership program at a Midwestern univer- 
sity. Nineteen graduate students, none of whom had 
prior training in using e-mail or listservs, partici- 
pated in the semester-long project in which students 
were required to respond to assigned case studies 
using a listserv. An assessment instrument was 
designed to control, record, and supervise students’ 
responses and interactions. At the end of the semes- 
ter, a structured, open-ended five-item question- 
naire containing statements that elicited written 
answers was administered to the students.

Further 
increases are forecast through the year 2005, push- 
ing fall enrollments up by a total of 281,000 stu- 
dents, an increase of nearly 20 percent over this fall.

This January 1996 audit report reviews the man- 

agement of the Economic Development Program by 

the Chancellor's Office of the California Commu- 
nity Colleges and reviews the funding procedures of 
the Chancellor's Office and the Department of Edu- 
cation relating to the State Plan for Vocational Edu- 
cation. The state auditor found that the Chancellor's 

Office did not comply with procedures for awarding 

grants and did not adequately oversee the colleges’ 

compliance with grant requirements. In 1992-93, 

there was no evidence of a competitive basis to 

award 33 of 55 grants reviewed, despite procedures 
calling for competitive awards. The Office did not 
ensure that community colleges submitted required 
financial reports, and the colleges did not always 
spend funds in accordance with grant requirements. 

Additionally, the Chancellor's Office and the 

Department of Education circumvented state con- 

trols by using fiscal agents to obtain contractor ser- 

vices and submitted erroneous and misleading 
information to the Department of General services 
as support for contract approval requests. This audit 
recommends that the Chancellor's Office comply 
with the policy of competitive grant processes, 
monitor and review grant expenditures at the col- 
leges, discontinue use of fiscal agents, and ensure 
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contracts have been approved and amounts paid to 
contractors is appropriate. The audit also recom- 
mends that the Chancellor's Office reimburse the 
state for the amount of unnecessary costs incurred 
as a result of inadequate management.

MCC institutional 
grant allocation is small, but MCC falls mid-range 
in total financial aid disbursed. The fourth report 
presents findings from the survey of financial aid 
applicants for 1994-1995. The survey was distrib- 
uted to 1,500 of 6,000 students who applied for 
financial aid. Responses (53% response rate) indi- 
cate information provided to students is not always 
adequate, and students were less satisfied with 
phone services. The fifth report presents findings 
from the survey of MCC administrators and super- 
visory-technical personnel designated “managers” 
by the Office of the President. Of the 96 managers 
surveyed, 54 returned responses. Reponses indicate 
that most managers are not up-to-date on financial 
aid. Each report contains references. (RDG) 
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This study presents data and findings on student 
retention at South Texas Community College 
(STCC) and recommends steps to improve retention 
rates. STCC groups attrition into three categories: 
(1) positive attrition, due to graduation, completion 
or transfer; (2) neutral attrition, due to non-institu- 
tional conflicts; and (3) negative attrition, due to 
academic underachievement. Based on the 1994 
first-time student cohort, STCC’s persisting or grad- 
uating rate was 40 percent. The Office of Institu- 
tional Research and Effectiveness found 50 
variables that were significantly related to reten- 
tion, but few relationships are strong enough alone 
to predict student persistence. At STCC, college 
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grade point average is the single best predictor of 
retention (r=.477).

This essay explains two ways in which “the 
rural” serves as context. The common way inter- 
prets the rural lifeworld as an impediment to certain 
projects and goals, thus framing “the rural” as a 
subjugated and diminished reality. The other way is 
called “the rural circumstance” in order to situate 
the rural lifeworld as a center of attention, not as 
something to get rid of. This focus reverses the 
implied agency so that cultivation of the purposes 
and commitments of such a lifeworld becomes the 
object of care. The argument draws on the work of 
Raymond Williams and Jurgen Habermas. Haber- 
mas proposes that institutions of capital “suck 
meaning” from the lifeworld—actual life-spaces of 
people, rural and otherwise. For Williams, it is 
essential for those who care about rural places to 
imagine decent rural futures for them, i.e., to recon- 
struct and fashion new “rural” meanings. These 
decent futures would diverge sharply from those 
imagined from the cosmopolitan perspectives that 
dominate global firms, universities, and agencies of 
national will. Such decent futures would reflect a 
sensibility of place and community, but also strug- 
gle for economic justice and the common good 
This essay contrasts some educational purposes that 
come from rural lifeworlds with those that are pur- 
veyed in rural schools from the cosmopolitan cen- 
ter, and addresses the issue of what might be 
“properly” rural. The question, however, is slippery 
To imagine “rural” rural futures, it is important to 
consider many competing answers to the question,

The Migrant Education Program (MEP) and the 
Migrant Head Start (MHS) program have served 
millions of migrant children, but little is known 
about program outcomes. The Government 
Accounting Office examined: (1) MEP and MHS 
goals, operations, clients, and services; (2) coordi- 
nation of MEP and MHS services within and 
between programs by the Department of Education 
and the Department of Health and Human Services

All dropouts from Hiawatha High School (Kirk- 
land, Illinois) in the last 3 years were surveyed to 
determine why they dropped out and what the 
school could do to deter students from dropping 
out. Nationally, dropping out is related to poverty, 
lack of parental support, drug abuse, learning dis- 
abilities, and a history of poor school performance. 
Dropouts are most likely to be male, Hispanic, low- 
income, and from the South. Hiawatha had an 
annual enrollment of 150-200 students, of which 98 
percent were White and 6 percent were low-income. 
Recent graduating classes contained 29-56 stu- 
dents. The 11 dropouts from the past 3 years 
expressed satisfaction with the school and attrib- 
uted their inability to stay in school to their own 
personal situation or lack of effort. None had any 
suggestions for change that would have kept them 
in school. Of the 11, 4 had earned or were working 
on a diploma or GED. All were working or were in 
the military. The relationship of educational attain- 
ment to income is briefly discussed, as well as the 
possible relationship between dropping out and 
increases in the minimum wage. Recent changes at 
Hiawatha that may work to prevent dropouts 
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include adoption of the 8-block (A/B days) schedul- 
ing model, increased student support services, a 
remediation program for grades 7-12, and after- 
school tutoring services.

Principals’ support for various approaches to 
educational planning were examined in rural and 
suburban schools in Ohio and West Virginia. It was 
expected that rational approaches to planning 
would be more prevalent in suburban than rural 
schools and in a state with more tightly coupled 
bureaucratic control (West Virginia) than a less 
tightly coupled state (Ohio). An instrument was 
developed that reliably measured principals’ 
endorsement of rational and strategic planning 
(“new technicist planning”) and somewhat less reli- 
ably measured their support for traditional-consen- 
sual planning, incremental planning, organized 
anarchy, and reactive planning. A mail survey, 
using the instrument, received responses from 207 
West Virginia principals and 441 Ohio principals. 
Results show that new technicist planning was 
favored by suburban principals and by West Vir- 
ginia principals. The  traditional-consensual 
approach was favored by principals in suburban 
West Virginia and rural Ohio. Only rural West Vir- 
ginia principals showed somewhat strong support 
for organized anarchy. Overall, the findings sug- 
gest that the particulars of locale (state and locale as 
they encompass and differentiate prevailing condi- 
tions) rather than locale per se (or uniquely) 
account for differences in principals’ approaches to 
planning.

The Wake County Public School System 
(WCPSS) has provided an alternative school pro- 
gram for students with long-term suspensions since 
the 1995-96 school year. Since 1996-97, the 
WCPSS has contracted with a private firm to oper- 
ate the Richard M. Milburn High School (RMHS), 
as an alternative learning center. This Executive 
Summary highlights the major conclusions of col- 
lected evaluations of the alternative program over 
the years. After the first year of the program, volun- 
tary enrollment has been at capacity, indicating that 
the program is filling a need. The basic skills of 
many students in this program are well below grade 
level. Although affective and behavioral interven- 
tions can be woven into the core curricula, the 
emphasis must be on academics. Communications 
with the regular schools have been shown to be of 
great importance, and evaluations have shown that 
students need assistance to make a successful return 
to the regular school. The RMHS program met four 
of five student outcome goals that were set for the 
1997-98 year, with improvement conspicuous for 
the end-of-grade, end-of-course writing examina- 
tions. It is probable that two of the most important 
factors in the improvement were hiring a new prin- 
cipal and the improved stability in operations that 
came with the school's second year.

Each year student test 
results in reading, mathematics, writing, and 
selected middle school and high school courses are 
analyzed to determine whether or not schools have 
met goals established in the accountability pro- 
gram. Schools meeting goals are given financial 
incentive awards that can be distributed as bonuses 
to the faculty.

The Austin Collaborative for Mathematics Edu- 
cation (ACME) of the Austin Independent School 
District (AISD), Texas, is a systemwide initiative to 
support the implementation of the curriculum and 
appropriate use of resources, thus improving 
instruction in all K-8 mathematics classrooms in the 
district. The initiative, funded by the National Sci- 
ence Foundation with AISD supplements, provides 
long-term, high-quality professional development 
to build the capacity of all AISD mathematics 
teachers. The professional development focuses on 
the standards for mathematics education set by the 
state and the National Council of Teachers of Math- 
ematics. A case study was conducted to examine in- 
depth factors that contribute to districtwide imple- 
mentation of the AISD curriculum on individual 
campuses through skills and knowledge that teach- 
ers gain in ACME professional development. Eval- 
uators gathered information through multiple site 
visits to nine AISD campuses with interviews with 
principals and teachers and surveys completed by 
teachers. The case study showed that mathematics 
lessons of teachers at all the schools manifested a 
range in standards-based mathematics curriculum 
and instruction. Differences in implementation lev- 
els emerged by teacher, and not by school. In gen- 
eral, the study did not reveal differences between 
schools with whole-school and grade-by-grade 
implementation, although schools with whole- 
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school implementation did receive more support 
from the AISD. Teachers who implemented the pro- 
gram most effectively believed in the philosophy of 
standards-based mathematics education and were 
enthusiastic about the curriculum. Teachers who 
reported that they like the curriculum resources, 
were more likely to use them. Recommendations 
are made to improve the professional education 
offered under ACME.

Preliminary analyses of 
the academic achievement and grades of the partici- 
pants identify pronounced school-level effects 
related to the variables that affected students’ 
grades. A questionnaire was developed to deter- 
mine teacher beliefs about grades. The question- 
naire was administered to 52 teachers in the 3 
schools attended by the participants. Results reveal 
that, at least among the schools studied, there are 
certain beliefs about grading that differ from school 
to school. School-level scores on a scale named 
“ethos of effort” (one of three scales from the ques- 
tionnaire) distinguished among teachers from the 
three schools. Results suggest that teachers in 
schools with a more custodial orientation may com- 
pound effort and achievement to a greater degree 
than teachers in schools with a more optimistic and 
humanistic orientation.

Submitting Documents to ERIC 


What Kinds of Documents to Send ERIC 


ERIC would like to be given the opportunity to examine virtually any 
document dealing with education or its aspects. The ERIC audience is so 
broad (encompassing teachers, administrators, supervisors, librarians, 
researchers, media specialists, counselors, and every other type of 
educator, as well as students and parents) that it must collect a wide 
variety of documentation in order to satisfy its users. Examples of the 
kinds of education-related materials collected are the following:

ERIC also accepts non-print materials (such as films, audiotapes, 
videotapes, CD-ROMs, databases, etc.), referring users to the original 
publishers/distributors for availability. | However, if such material 
accompanies a printed text, ERIC may process the printed text, as well 
as referring the user to the publisher for the accompanying non-print 
components. 


A document does not have to be formally published to be entered into 
the ERIC database. In fact, ERIC seeks out the unpublished or “fugitive” 
material not usually available through conventional library channels. 





Selection Criteria Employed by ERIC 


e QUALITY OF CONTENT 

All documents received are evaluated by subject experts against the 
following kinds of quality criteria: contribution to knowledge, significance, 
relevance, newness, innovativeness, effectiveness of presentation, 
thoroughness of reporting, relation to current priorities, timeliness, 
authority of source, intended audience, and comprehensiveness. 


e LEGIBILITY AND REPRODUCIBILITY 

Documents may be composed, typewritten, xeroxed, or otherwise 
duplicated. They must be legible and easily readable. Letters should be 
clearly formed and with sufficient contrast to the paper background to 
permit filming. Colored inks and colored papers can create serious 
reproduction problems. Standard 8" x 11" size pages are preferred. 


Two copies are desired, if possible: one for processing into the system 
and eventual filming, the other for retention and possible use by the 
appropriate Clearinghouse while processing is going on. However, single 
copies are acceptable. 


e REPRODUCTION RELEASE 

For each document submitted, ERIC requires a formal signed 
Reproduction Release form indicating whether or not ERIC may 
reproduce the document. A copy of the release form appears as a 
separate page in each issue of ERIC's abstract journal "Resources in 
Education" (RIE) and is also available via the ERIC Facility’s web site: 
http:/ericfac.piccard.csc.com. Additional release forms may be 
copied as needed or can be obtained from the ERIC Facility or any ERIC 
Clearinghouse. Items for which releases are not granted, or other non- 
reproducible items, will be considered for announcement only if they are 
noteworthy education documents available from a clearly identified 
source, and only if this information accompanies the document in some 
form. 


Items that are accepted, and for which permission to reproduce has 
been granted, will be made available by the ERIC Document 
Reproduction Service (EDRS). 


Advantages of Having a Document in ERIC 
Contributors of documents to ERIC can benefit in the following ways: 


e ANNOUNCEMENT 

Documents accepted by ERIC are announced monthly to all 
organizations receiving the abstract journal Resources in Education 
(RIE). 


e PUBLICITY 

Organizations that wish to sell their own documents in original copies 
can have this availability (together with address and price information) 
announced to users in RIE, thus serving to publicize their product. After 
the document is sold out at the original source, it is then still available 
through EDRS, if permission to reproduce has been granted to ERIC. 
(Original copy prices, while the supply lasts, are generally less, and are 
therefore more attractive to users, than EDRS on-demand duplication 
prices). 


e DISSEMINATION 

Documents accepted by ERIC are reproduced on microfiche and 
distributed (at no cost to the contributor) to the nearly 1,000 current 
subscribers to the ERIC microfiche collection. 


e RETRIEVABILITY 

The bibliographic descriptions developed by ERIC are retrievable by 
the thousands of subscribers to the online database retrieval services 
(offered by commercial vendors such as DIALOG, OVID, and OCLC). In 
addition, there are thousands of locations offering computer searches of 
ERIC based on either compact disk (CD-ROM) systems (offered by 
DIALOG, SilverPlatter, EBSCO, and ERIC), local computer-based 
systems, or Internet sites offering free access to ERIC. 


e ALWAYS "IN PRINT" 

The presence of a master microfiche at EDRS, from which copies can 
be made on an on-demand basis, means that ERIC documents are 
constantly available and never go “out of print." Persons requesting 
copies from an original source can always be referred to ERIC. This 
archival function relieves the source of a distribution burden and solves 
the availability problem when the source's supply has been exhausted. 


In addition, submission of a document to ERIC reduces the overall 
likelihood of overlap, redundancy, and duplication of effort among users. 
It increases the probability that the results reported in the document will 
be available indefinitely and used in subsequent efforts. 


To encourage submission of documents to the system, ERIC offers to 
send contributors notice of document disposition, giving the ED 
identification number (for ordering purposes) of those documents 
selected for RIE. Additionally, ERIC will send a complimentary microfiche 
to each contributor when the document is announced in RIE. 


There are no fees to pay in submitting documents to ERIC, nor does 
ERIC pay any royalties for materials it accepts. Other than a statement 
conceming permission to reproduce, there are no forms to complete.
